MORE MEDIATION TALK.

Paris. Dec. 24.—The officials of the 
Foreign Office discredit the report from 
St. Petersburg circulated in the United 
States by a news agency, to the effect 
that Ambassador Boinpard Is the bear¬ 
er of a letter from Emperor Nicholas 
to President Loubet favorable to the 
mediation of France in the war. They 
say they are not aware of the exist¬ 
ence of any such letter, and the report 
is believed to be an exaggeration.

TOGO’S FLEET WITHDRAWN. 


Toklo, Dec. 24.—The Japanese forces 
besieging Port Arthur yesterday storm¬ 
ed and now hold the heights east of 
Houyangshukou. Prisoners captured 
by* the Japanese report that the Rus¬ 
sian General Kondratenko and another 
General, whose name Is not known, 
have been killed and that Gen. Fock Is 
among the wounded. 

A dispatch from the Japanese army 
before Port Arthur, timed midnight, 
says: “On December 22, the Russian 
defense works on the heights east of 
Houyangshukou. Sungshu mountain, 
Rihlung mountain and the "H” forts 
were bombarded by the Japanese with 
heavy guns, whtah Inflicted considerable 
damage. As a result of the bombard¬ 
ment a detachment of the Japanese 
right wing at dawn December 23 at¬ 
tacked \the enemy on the heights east 
of Houyangshukou and captured the 
ridge and heights at 7:40 In the morn¬ 
ing/* 

Afterwards the enemy concentrated 
his fire from several forts at Talang- 
kou.i and Yanutaul upon our newly 
occupied position, following this with 
a determined counter attack, during 
which hand grenades were thrown, but 
our force finally repulsed the enemy. 
Litter as the enemy’s bombardment 
abated we constructed some defensive 
works so that our occupation became 
more assured.” 

“As a result of our heavy bombard¬ 
ment during and before the Attack the 
fort west of Talyangkou w'aa set on 
fire. One fifteen centimeter gun In 
each of the forts was destroyed. The 
covers were also considerably damag¬ 
ed. 

“According to the statement of pris¬ 
oners captured at Keek wan mountain 
December 38 and of Russians who sur 
rendered In the vicinity of Else moun¬ 
tain December 22, during the battle 0 / 
203-Meter Hill, Gen. Kondratenko, com¬ 
mander of the Fourth Artillery brig- 
ode, was killed and Gen. Fock. com¬ 
manding the Fourth East Siberian di¬ 
vision, was wounded.” 

TOGO’S FLEET WITHDRAWN.

KIND WORDS FOR TOGO. 

An Imperial Rescript Noting His 
Work at Port Arthur. 

Tokho. Dec. 24. 10:15 a. m.—An Impe¬ 
rial rescript dispatched to Vice Admiral 
Togo says: 

‘We hear with great satisfaction that 
our torpedo flotillas engaged in the 
work required of them at Port Arthur 
have g.ulamly and successfully accom¬ 
plished the duties required of them, and 
In so doing had to brave the dangers of 
storms and 1 shells by day and night. 

'Despite all the difficulties confront¬ 
ing them tihoy have succeeded Ui per¬ 
forming their duties without thd least 
confusion, rendering one another mu¬ 
tual assistance. 

“We especially note-their brave and 
loyal performance of the duties re¬ 
quired of them and express our appro¬ 
bation of their gallant behavior.” 

Still Plugging the Sevastopol. 

-Toklo, Dec. 24.—The advanced Japan, 
ese batteries at Port Arthur have suc¬ 
ceeded In reaching the Russian battle¬ 
ship Sevastopol. One successful hit Is 
reported. It Is expected that the bat¬ 
tleship will soon be completely destroy¬ 
ed.

New York, Dec. 24 —Brought to this 
city last night from Texas through the 
persistent effort of District Attorney 
Jerome to face a charge of perjury in 
connection with the Morse-Dodge di¬ 
vorce tangle, Charles F. Dodge, former 
husband of the present wife of Charles 
F. Morse, received his Liberty to-day 
upon the recommendation of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, who personally appeared 
before Judge Cowing In the Court of 
General Sessions and asked that Dodge 
be discharged on his own recognizance. 

This turn In the case follows an all- 
night conference at police headquarters, 
where Dodge was taken immediately 
upon his arrival here, and during which 
it Is said he made a confession that 
will lead tp the making of serious 
charges in connection with the Morse- 
Dodge case against seven men of 
prominence in this city. 

It is said that Dodge will go before 
the grand Jury, which at Mr. Jerome’s 
request was continued In session 
through next week, and that he will 
be the chief witness for the State in 
the prosecution of the men said to be 

implicated by his confession.

Col. John G. Craddock, the veteran 
editor of Paris, Ky., died of pneumonia 
at Lexington yesterday afternoon at 
the age of seventy-nine years. 


His Success Due to “Brilliant Virtue 
of Our Emperor.” 

Toklo, Dec, 24.—Admiral Togo an¬ 
nounces the w ithdrawal of the majority 
of the fleet from Port Arthur. 

Admiral Togo, telegraphing under 
date of December 22. says: “After 203- 
Meter Rill was occupied as the result 
of a gallant and desperate attack by the 
besieging army the bombardment of the 
enemy’s squadron by siege and other 
heavy guns became effective. In con¬ 
sequence ^he battleships Poltava and 
Hetvizan w*ere sunk, and subsequently 
the battleships Pobloda and Peresviet, 
the protected cruiser Pallada and the 
armored cruiser Dayan were sunk. The 
battleship Sevastopol escaped the land 
bombardment, left the harbor Decem¬ 
ber 9 and anchored near Chentao Moun¬ 
tain. She was attacked there contin¬ 
uously by our torpedo boats and heav¬ 
ily damaged. The main strength of the 
enemy is completely crushed. Only a 
weak gunboat, the Otvaahnl, and sev¬ 
eral torpedo-boat destroyers remain 
afloat. 

• • * 

Japanese Losses. 

“Our combined fleet has been removed 
as unnecessary from the blockade of 
Port Arthur, which had been maintain, 
cd since May 1. I have arranged for a 
closer watch for ships attempting to 
run the blockade and to watch the rem¬ 
nant of the enemy’s squadron. 

“During the blockade we suffered 
from the enemy’s mines, both laid and 
floating on the high seas, and from 
dense fogs The cruisers Mlyako. Sal- 
yen and Yoshino, Hatsuse, battleship; 
Kalmon, gunboat, and Heiyen, coast de¬ 
fense vessel, wer ^ sunk and many gal¬ 
lant and loyal officers and men were 
killed, but we succeeded In maintaining 
the blockade. When the enemy emerged 
from the harbor we successfully en¬ 
gaged him, and finally with the val¬ 
uable support of thf besieging army 
succeeded in crushing nearly all the 
enemy's squadron.' Our second squad¬ 
ron so heavily damaged the Vladivostok 
squadron that It has since been unable 
to leave port.

Decision Involving the Distribution 
of a Million-Dollar Estate in 
California. 


VIsaMn, Cal.. Dec. 24 —Judge Wallace, 
of the Superior Court of Tulare county, 
has handed down his decision In regard 
to who Is entitled to letters of adminis¬ 
tration In the estate of Jane Davis, who 
died In New Y’ork and left an estate In 
California valued at over $1,000,000.

When Dodge whs taken before Judge 
Cowing District Attorney Jerome, aftep 
relating the Incidents connected with 
the prisoner’s arrest and extradition 
from Texas, asked that the transfer of 
ihe prisoner from Federal to State au¬ 
thority be made. When this had been 
done he said: 

“For reasons of a private nature which 
cannot now' be stated In public because 
they would be detrimental to the cause 
of Justice, the defendant should be dis¬ 
charged upon his own recognizance 
from the indictment found on June 26, 

1904, and 1 ask that he be discharged.”

Will Go Before Grand Jury. 

Dodge was discharged and went to a 
hotel accompanied by a detective of Mr. 
Jerome’s staff. 

After these developments Mr. Osborne 
said : 

“Mr. Dodge will remain at his hotel 
In my care until he is wanted as a wit¬ 
ness for the county.” 

At the request of Mr. Jerome Dodge 
and his counsel will appear at the 
Criminal Court building on Monday, it 
Is said, to carefully review the testl 
mony to be presented to the grand Jury. 
The grand Jury will meet Wednesday 
and Dodge will appear either on the 
opening day or the day following.

New York, Dec. 24.—Three exciting 
fires, one accompanied by brave res¬ 
cues. another by Injuries to several fire¬ 
men and a third by an explosion of 
fireworks In an apartment house, oc¬ 
curred In this city to-day. Two of the 
fires took place In Brooklyn. First, a 
brick residence in Fifth avenue w r as 
gutted, the blaze being while the oc¬ 
cupants were still asleep. His escape 
cut oft by the flames, Harry Gerschner, 
aged nineteen. Jumped from a second- 
story window with a child in his arms. 
The child escaped Injury and Gerschner 
wag not seriously hurt. Reuben Gersch- 
ner, an aged Invalid, was almost suffo¬ 
cated. but was rescued by neighbors. 

In the Williamsburg section of 
Brooklyn Stephen Montainlo and Mes- 
seno Nozlato were making fireworks In 
an apartment house, when one of them 
dropped a dynamite bomb and the 
whole stock exploded, wrecking the 
upper part of the building and injuring 
the two amateur manufacturers badly. 

While rushing to a fire In East One 
Hundred and Ninth street, this city, a 
fire engine oollid+d with a heavily 
loaded wagon, and three firemen were 
thrown into the street and badly hurt.

LINE 0F DEFENSE 


FOR RUSSIA IN THE NORTH SEA 
INCIDENT 


IS PRACTICALLY COMPLETED. 


Claims to Have Positive Proof of the 
Presence of Japanese Torpedo 
Boats. 


Paris, Dec. 24.—The Russian defense 
before the international Commission, 
which is to inquire into the North Sea 
incident, is practically completed. The 
main features are; 

Find—That the faring by the Russian 
squadron wits Justified as a defense 
against attack. This entails proving the 
pr«*sence of Japanese torpedo boats. Tho 
Russian delegates inform the Associated 
Press that they iMissess this proof In the 
most positive and overwhelming form. 

Second—'That even if the Russiaim were 
not attacked they believed they were, and 
therefore the defensive measures taken 
ivere In absolute good faith. 

Third—At ipost It was an accident at 
sea where the dangers and risks are ex¬ 
trema and unahigous to the British battle¬ 
ship Camperdown ramming and sinking 
the British battleship Victoria and the 
recent firing by a British warship upon 
a coasting vessel during target practice. 

The preliminaries of the commission 
have clearly shown that the British are 
anxious for a prompt disposal of the 
ease, while the Russians do not object 
to delay It. Therefore, the postpone¬ 
ment of the opening of the sessions of 
the commission, owing to the nonar¬ 
rival of Rear Admiral Davis, the Amer¬ 
ican representative, developed an Inci¬

THIRTY IN JAIL

election officials were sent to Jail by 
the Supreme Court to-day for con¬ 
tempt. making a total of thirty who 
have been sentenced for violation of 
the court’s injunction issued prior to 
the November election. Isaac Goldman 
and Edward Sweeney. Judges In Pre¬ 
cinct 2. Ward 4. Denver, were sen¬ 
tenced to serve four months in jail and 
pay fines of $100'and costs each. The 
court declared that they had knowingly 
and willfully permitted repeating. 

Clarence P. Dixon, clerk in Precinct 
2. Ward 3. was sentenced to Jail for 
four months and fihed $250 and costs. 
The court said the evidence showed 
there had been repeating and a willful 
miscount of votes In this precinct, in 
which Dixon had acquired a fictitious 
residence just before election and that 
Dixon had Interfered with the appoint¬ 
ment of a Republican clerk and with 
the Supreme Court w’atchers in the 
performance of their duties. 

Indictments against Michael CAlla- 
han and Jacob Schartz. charged with 
election frauds, w’ere quashed by Judge 
John I. Mullins to-day. The defend¬ 
ants were election Judges in 1903 and 
were indicted last April for neglect of 
duty and corrupt conduct at the polls. 

Judge Mullins held that the Indict¬ 
ments were general and not specific.

Gasoline Responsible For the Killing 
of a Mother and Three Children.

ABROAD IN LONDON IN SPITE OF 
THE PEA-SOUP ATMOSPHERE. 


ALL ENGLAND FEELS IT, TOO. 


In the Homes, From SandringhAm 
to Humblest, Yuletide Logs 
Are Burning. 


London. Dec. 24.—The Christmas 
spirit was abroad throughout England 
to-day, notwithstanding the continued 
heavy fogs which normally act as an 
extreme jdepressant. Not for years has 
London bad Bucb a thorough dose of 
that pea-soup atmosphere for which 
the metropolis is famous; but the pop¬ 
ulation which grumbled during the 
w eek becauae of the Inconveniences at¬ 
tendant upon w'eather conditions and 
the tradesmen because of the resultant 
loss, changed tlielr moods to-day. and, 
accepting the Inevitable, prepared to 
spend a merry Christmas, even wel¬ 
coming the fog as a Christmas guest 
and friend of olden days. 

In all great homes in England the 
yule log Is burping. From Sandring¬ 
ham to the humblest residence, rela¬ 
tives who are scattered throughout the 
rest of the year are gathering to spend 
the English Christmas. It is estimat¬ 
ed that a million and a half persona 
poured out of London to-day. To those 
who witnessed the tremendous rushes 
at every station the winder was that 
any persons could be left to people 
London. But the exodus leaves no ap¬ 
preciable mark in the streets, which 
are thronged with millions of Christ¬ 
inas shoppers und sightseers, though 
the fog limits the scope of vision to 
about forty feet. 

Most of the Cabinet officers and dip¬ 
lomats have left London. King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra, with the Imme¬ 
diate royal family, ore gathered at 
Sandringham Palace, where Christmas 
w ill be celebrated in the usual manner.

Boston. Dec. 24.—The annual report 
of the American Board of Foreign Mis¬ 
sions contains many Interesting figures. 
The total amount *of disbursements 
during the past year was $748,308, an 
Increase over the previous year of $7,785 
and the excess of expenditures above 
receipts .was $22,737. The tendency of 
expenditures is upward, even while the 
basis of appropriations for general work 
remains the same. This year the In¬ 
crease wes due largely to the new ef¬ 
forts to enlarge the constituency 
through the Young People’s Depart¬ 
ment. 

The additions to the conditional gift 
fund were $71,426. The fund, which six 
years ago was only $124,000, now 
amounts to $462,288. The regular work 
of the European Turkey mission has 
been no less disturbed in the last year 
under review than for the last three 
years. In some respects the disturban¬ 
ces have been more critical. The Turk¬ 
ish villages suffered from the depreda¬ 
tions of the Insurgents and the Chris¬ 
tian viiagea from the Turkish troops. 
The present prospect for political quiet 
is more encouraging thun a year ago. 

The report says: 

The but yea** has witnessed the contin¬ 
uance of the effort of our Government to 
secure the authoritative recognition of 
American institutions and of American 
cltIzeiwi In the empire. Which Turkey has 
long since conceded to the tnetltution* 
and citizens of France. Germany. Russia. 
Italy and England, strangely, thus far 
without success. There bi no abatement 
in the dvmand which our Government 
makes. There is the definite purpose lo 
secure vchat Is our manifest right. Un¬ 
reasonable delay on the part or Turkey 
will onlv heighten the pressure and ca.fi 
forth whatever measured may prove to 
be needful. In the ordinary proceedings 
i of the year, friendly relations have hcon 
maintained, particular wrongs have been 
righted ami there is great occasion for 
re«n>gnlz.ng with hearty appreciation the 
services or the legation and the sleadf .vat 
support of tlbe Government.

man Abbott, the Gongregntlonolist, be¬ 
fore Harvard students last tfunday, in 
a sermon which has caused general 
j comment. Dr. Hirsch declared the Ideas 
of Dr. Abbott to be the liberal theo'og- 
leal View, and said he was in accord 
with them. 

• • • 

Ideas Not New. 

“Dr. Abbott Is foliowing the modern 
school of liberal thought,*' said Dr. 
Hirsch. **and is saying nothing which 
will come as a surprise to Jewish theo¬ 
logians. While modern theologians hold 
the same views as Dr. Abbott, the ideas 
are really not new at all, for they were 
first suggested by Jewish writers 700 
years ago. Dr. Abbott may be said to 
be merely coming back to the ancient 
Jewish doctrines. 

“The idea of pantheism or what may 
be better termed pan-heno-thefsm, 
meaning all-one-God. while thus held 
by advanced thinkers of the day. fs. as 
I way. but a reiteration of an Idea pro¬ 
mulgated hundreds of years ago. The 
idea which I nnd others hold, that God 
is in everything and part of every man, 
was set forth specifically by Spinoza 
more than 3C0 3 *ears ago, but the germ 
of Spinoza’s Idea—the contention that 
God has no corporeal being—was ad¬ 
vanced by Jewish writers ns long ago 
as the year 1200. so that Dr. Abbott’s 
belief Is one of considerable antiquity. 

“The view that God is a personality 
outside a universe which He has creat¬ 
ed and that He Is the first cause, Is a 
view, it seems to me, which does not 
stand analysis. If God is the first cause 
in the sense of the orthodox believers, 
the question Is at once suggested as to 
who made God. God made the world— 
who made Him?

Headquarters of the Japanese Third 
Army. Before Port Arthur, Dec. 20, via 
Ylnkow (delayed In transmission), via 
Tien Tsin. Dec. 24.—Since the general 
assault of November 26-27 (against the 
forts on FWhlumg and Keek wan moun¬ 
tains, resulting In furious fighting and 
great loss of life and described at 
length by the Associated Press corre¬ 
spondent in a dispatch filed November 
28), the Japanese have been engagel In 
tunneling under the north fort of Keek- 
wan mountain. Two main tunnels ran 
under the north w r all of the fort from 
I the moat for a distance of forty feet 
and there were four short branch tun¬ 
nels. 

On the morning of December 18 seven 
dynamite mines were laid, the object 
of which was to destroy the north wall 
and so give the Japanese access to the 
fort. 

The fort had so long resisted the as- 
Naolts of the Japanese that it was con¬ 
sidered necessary that the explosions 
of the mines and the subs^equent at¬ 
tacks should be carefully planned.

Call For Volunteers. 


“Of course, there is no system of 
theology that is not open to vulnerable 
attack. Yet. the idea of God as a po¬ 
liceman, not organic, but mechanical 
and accidental; a God who might as 
w*|l be, hi. in my view, fnr more open 
to objection than the God of the panthe¬ 
istic'or pnn-heno-theistic conception.

“If God Is an entity outside the world, 
a corporeal being apart, it may be won¬ 
dered why He did not create the world 
before. What did God do before the 
world wbb made? If we adopt the con¬ 
ception that the world ha* existed from 
eternity to eternity, that it always was 
working and always will work, then 
many difficulties are done away with. 
In reality, that difficulty of the first 
cause Is not so difficult." 


Gen. SameJIma, commanding the left 
division, asked for volunteers who 
would be prepared to capture the fort 
or to die In the attempt.

In order that the dark-blue uniform 
of the men might not show against the 
brown of the soil which w r ould be 
turned by the force of the explosion, all 
the attackers wore brown woolen under 
drawers over their trousers and brown 
sweaters over their tunics. Instead of a 
cap each man w r ore a brown woolen 
headplce, .which extended to the shoul¬ 
ders, leaving only the face visible. Ev¬ 
ery man carried a rifle In his right hand 
and dynamite grenades In his left, 
while u lighted slow match w-as at¬ 
tached to his cartridge belt with which 
to ignite the fuses of the grenades. In 
this peculiar garb, with the lighted 
matches u.t rheir w^alsts, the troops pre¬ 
sented a strange appearance. 

The soldiers of the battalions In the 
caponiere galleries, who were dis¬ 
tinguished by white badges on their 
arms, were to make the second assault. 
^Gen, SameJIma personally conducted 
these assaults at 2 o'clock on the after¬ 
noon of December 19 after the explo¬ 
sions had taken place.

PETER STALEY LOSES 

HIS LIFE UNDER CARS. 


Body Horribly Mangled By South¬ 
ern Train at Elk Chester 
Station. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec. 24.—[Special.]— 
While attempting to board the Louis¬ 
ville Southern train at Elk Chester Stn- 
tlon to-night Peter Staley fell under 
the wheels and was horribly mangled. 
Hts death was Instantaneous. Staley 
wag a tobacco raiser on the farm of 
Oscar Brown at Yom&liton nnd was a 
son of Henry Staley, a prosperous far¬ 
mer of Stamping Ground. In Soott 
county. The body of the young man 
remained on the railroad tracks for 
over an hour before it was removed by 
orders of Capt. Brown, of the Lexing¬ 
ton police force, who w»as telephoned to 
by peo ple living in the neighborhood. 

MAY LOSE AN EYE. 


The first mine exploded without 
warning, and the explosion was entlfe- 
ly successful owing to heavy concrete 
above the mine. The explosion of 
the second mine followed Immedi¬ 
ately. and this was succeeded by five 
smaller explosions. 

Tho sight was wonderful In the ex¬ 
treme. Huge clouds of brow’n earth 
and debris of nil kinds were thrown 
two hundred feet In the air, and it 
looked as if the whole fort had been 
sent heavenward. When the clouds of 
earth had settled down the snow for 
five hundred yards around the fort was 
covered with browm earth, pieces of 
timber and blocks of concrete. 

The explosions made two large 
breaches in the north wall of the fort, 
through wrhich the Japanese In the 
moat swarmed. They charged so 
quickly that fifty of them were either 
killed or wounded by the falling debris. 
The Japanese succeeded in gaining the 
ramparts, and charged the Interior of 
the fort, but they weY? repulsed by a 
portion of the garrison from behind a 
wall at the entrance of the fort which 
had not been touched by the force of 
the explosion. Behind this wall there 
were four field guns and three ma¬ 
chine guns. 

In the meantime the Russians had 
rushed re-enforcements of some 300 to 
the fort through the covered wall at 
the rear.

Kick Caused Death. 

Wllllamstown, Ky.. Dec. 24.—James 
L. Lee. who wa> kicked *n the face bv 
a vicious horse a few days ago. died 
at his home in this city from concus¬ 
sion of the brain. 


The second battalion of attackers 
were unable to advance immediately, 
a* the sapping trenches from the par¬ 
allel to the moat were filled with de¬ 
bris. When this debris had been ex¬ 
cavated the battalion gained the moat 
and reached the ramparts through the 
breaches that had been made by the 
explosions. 

The commander of this enterprise 
realized that any attempt to gain the 
Interior of the fort would end In dis¬ 
aster If his whole force advanced in 
one hody. so he disposed his men along 
the wall and ordered them to gain the 
lower level of the Interior of the fort 
by twos and threes and to find cover 
In the holes which had been made In 
the surface by the Japanese shells. In 
the whole center of the fort great holes 
Tuid been torn by the Japanese shells, 
and these offered good cover for the 
rifle and machine gun fire directed 
from the rear of the fort. In these 
holes one hundred and fifty of the at¬ 
tackers had found cover by 5 o'clock 
in the evening. 

Advancing carefully the Japanese, 
approached the Russian defenses in the 
rear of th* fort and by working from 
hide to hole under cover of the dark¬ 
ness the entire battalion gained the In¬ 
terior of the fort notwithstanding the 
desperate resistance made by the Rus¬ 
sians. 

• • • 

Charge After Charge. 

The first charge made against the 
wall of sand bags proved unsuccessful, 
hut charge followed charge until mid¬ 
night. when the last corner of the Rus¬ 
sian defenses was captured. 

The fighting was desperate In the ex¬ 
treme, with bayonets and dynamite 
hand grenades, nnd the entire garrison 
was killed with the exception of n par¬ 
ty of twenty who escaped through the 
covered wall, which they ilestroj'ed be¬ 
hind them by exploding four mines, 
and thus prevented the Japanese from 
pursuing them. 

Though the numbers engaged and the 
area of the fighting were small, both 
assault and defense were more furious I 
than any in the previous history of the i 
siege of port Arthur. With the excep- , 
tlons noted the garrison died fighting i 
to the Inst man with wonderful de¬ 
termination. 

The final rushes of the Japanese w'ere 
irresistible. Their wounded refused to 
retire and Insisted on continuing fight¬ 
ing. saying that they hjtd voted to take 
the fort and that they must succeed.

SHOULD THE GOVERNMENT FIX 
RAILROAD HATES. 


President Hugliitt's Criticism of a 
Section of Mr. Roosevelt’s

Chicago, Dec. 24.—[Special.]—To a 
committee of the Commercial Club of 
Sioux City,'which called upon President 
Marvin Hughltt, of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad.

This proposal of the Gov¬ 
ernment making our rat#s means, if it 
he carried into effect, that the capacity 
of the railroads to make extensions and 
Improvements will depend on the will¬ 
ingness of a commission to allow them 
to earn the w herewithal. It means that 
all competition will be done aw ay with, 

'or Ahere can be no competition w'hen 
mffornvUy is enforced by the Oovem*- 
neht. It meajis that there will be no 
use for cities to seek advantages, to 
keep their eyes open, to extend their 
trade territory opportunities because 
under the arbitrary system proposed 
every city will be confined to Its own 
little garden plot of trade territory and 
there w ill be no chance of extending lt.“ (

Attorney General Moody Says He

POSTOFFICE RUSH CONTINUES. 


Guessing contests will no longer be 
permitted by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Justice and R. D. Hill, the 
District Attorney, Is In receipt of an 
opinion by William B. Moody, the At¬ 
torney General, in which Mr. Moody 
Instructs Mr. Hill to prosecute all per¬ 
sons using the malls to advertise guess¬ 
ing contests after January 1. The 
prosecution^ will be made undey the 
lottery laws, and Mr. Moody says in 
his opinion that the courts have dearly 
held that such guessing contests are 
violations of the law. 

The case was taken up by Mr. Hill 
in reference to an advertisement of a 
local hook company, which was author¬ 
ized by a publishing house to offer 
prizes for the most popular hooks of a 
collection of standard works. Mr. Hill 
sent a statement of facts to the At¬ 
torney General, who replied In the opin¬ 
ion just received. Mr. Moody sa|d that 
Inasmuch as many contracts had al¬ 
ready been made in reference to the 
guessing contests, the ruling would not 
be enforced until the new year, but that 
after that date none would be allowed 
to use the malls for the purposes of 
advertising. 

• • • 

A Sweeping Ruling. 


"All guessing contests, such as guess¬ 
ing how many seeds are in a water¬ 
melon. how many votes the candidates 
for cert Ain offices receive, how many 
persons will be represented on an occa¬ 
sion of public Interest, or in fact any 
contest where prizes are offered for su - 
cessful guessing, are a lottery,*' said 
Mr. Hill yesterday. "Mr. Moody says 
that recent decisions of the United 
States Court of Appeals and the Su¬ 
preme Court are such that he must 
disagree with his predeceso?r in regard 
to guessing contests and must order 
prosecutions. A justice of the Supreme 
Court declared that such schemes are 
not legitimate and are clearly violations 
of the lottery laws." 

Mr. Hill win next week prepare a 
statement In regard to the guessing 
contents, which will give the firms and 
persons interested a complete definition 
of -the position taken by the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. 

PEOPLE MUST HELP 

If They Expect to Get Their Christ¬ 
mas Gifts. 

The local post-office is swamped with 
Christmas presents, and Dr. T. H. 
Baker, the Postmaster, said yesterday 
that tt would be absolutely impossible 
for the carriers to deliver the pack¬ 
ages unless the public takes advantage 
<>r aii expedient which he has adopted. 
Monday is a legal holiday, and the car¬ 
riers will make one delivery in the resi¬ 
dence district, but it will he impossible 
to carry the packages. The Post-Office 
Will be open from 7 o'clock until 11 
o'clock Monday and nil persons expect¬ 
ing Christmas presents may call and 
get them, as the carriers will be on 
fluty during those hours at their desks 
While they are making the one deliv¬ 
ery clerks will be In charge or the car¬ 
riers’ desks and will deliver packages 
to those that call. 

“It is the only way that the people 
can expect to get their gifts before the 
latter part of the week." said Dr. 
linker. "With Sunday and Monday com¬ 
ing together the packages will pile up 
an fast that we cannot hope to get 
them out. Tuesday will find us engaged 
with a large regular mail In addition 
to other'presents which will be 1 ite. 
Half the pleasure of receiving Christ¬ 
mas gifts is getting them on time, and 
1 hope the public will take Advantage 
of the opportunity to call Monday for 
the packages.’* 

The clerks have so far been able to 
handle all the mall and distribute It, 
but the carriers have not been able to 
deliver It. On Friday 1.016 packages 
were registered at the Pott-office and 
about 1.500 registered packages were 
received. Dr. Baker said only about -0 
per ceht. of the Christmas presents sent 
through the mails were registered. The 
usual holiday rules will prevail to-mor¬ 
row at the Post-office. The stamp win¬ 
dows will be open from 7 to 10 o’clock 
a. m. and the general delivery division 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. Two deliveries 
will be made In the business section 
and one In the residence section of the 
city. The registry and money order 
divisions will be closed all day. 


BAR ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS. 


COI,. J. Ch CRADDOCK 


Paris, K>\. Dec. 24.—[Special.}—Col. 
John G. Craddock, the veteran editor of 
the Paris Kentucklan-CUizen. died, 
after a short illness, at 4:3U o’clock this 
afternoon at St. Joseph’s Hospital, in 
Lexington. The people of his home 
.town ware expecting to hear of bts 
death any moment, and hence the an¬ 
nouncement did not come as a surprise. 

About two weeks ago he slipped and 
fell on the pavement, hurting himself, 
and afterward contracted pneumonia. 

Col- Craddock was born August 28. 
1825, being the son of Richard C. Crad¬ 
dock. who moved to this section fr**m 
Virginia. He was the Nestor of the 
Kentucky press. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the National 
Pres* Association and president of the 
National Mexican Veterans’ Associa¬ 
tion. He received his education at Lex¬ 
ington. where he studied medicine, but 
suddenly quit his studies In 1846 to ill- 
list in the Mexican War. in th^ Second 
regiment. Kentucky * Infantry, under 
Col. Simms'. In 1852 he studied law, but 
soon engaged In newspaper work, his 
first work being on the Kentucky Flag, 
established here In 1854. 

The Paris True Kentuckian was es¬ 


tablished by a joint stock company In 
1866. with Col. Craddock as editor and 
publisher. The paper being Democratic 
In politics, it received a liberal patron¬ 
age. The Immediate years succeeding 
the founding of this paper were those 
in which Col. Craddock shone to the 
best advantage as an editor and molder 
of thought In this section. In 1886 the 
True Kentuckian was consolidated with 
Hie Citizen ami the name of the paper 
was changed to that of the Kentuckian- 
Citlzen. 

At one time Col. Craddock tvas quite 
wealthy, but lost heavily through spec¬ 
ulations made by a brother in St. Louis. 
His estate is probably worth 125.000. 
He has always been considered a liberal 
man and gave a great deal toward 
charity. 

The remains were brought here to¬ 
night from Lexington, and were taken 
to the Elks’ lodge room, where they will 
lie In state until the funeral., which will 
take place on Monday at 2:20 p. rn. The 
funeral services will be held at the 
Methodist church, the pastor, the Rev. 
J. L. Clark, officiating, assisted ,by the 
pastors of the other churches. At the 
grave the ceremony will be in charge of 
the Elks. 


Moscow, Dec. 24.—Expressions of 
sympathy with the reform resolutions 
adopted at the recent conference of 
Zemstvo representatives raised a storm 
at the session of the Agrirultural So¬ 
ciety here yesterday evening. A state¬ 
ment signed by twen>>-eight members 
indorsing the Zemstvo resolutions was 
Introduced by a member. The president 
objected, but. notwithstanding hi* pro¬ 
test, the communication was read- A 
representative of the Kostroma branch 
j of the society was heartily cheered 
I when he announced that the Kostroma 
j branch had adopted a similar resolu¬ 
tion, and demanded the termination of 
the war. The president thereupon left 
the haJl and the assembly proceeded to 
elect a new president. Excited speeches 
continued to be made until late at 
night. 

The members of the Moscow 1 bar also 
adopted a resolution to send an address 
to the Municipal Council of Moscow 
approving the recent reform resolu¬ 
tions.

Ing that the policemen had entered Into 
a <*onj?piracy. in which certain negroes 
were parties, to prevent a large num¬ 
ber of negroes from voting A number 
of fights took place at the polls at 
Eighth and Grayson etreet, and 
It Is charged Jones beat up a negro, 
John Woodard. The four policemen 
were arrested. Later John Hall, a ne¬ 
gro, was arrested and several days ago 
two other negroes. Will Lawson and 
Plea* Taylor, were arrested In Tennes¬ 
see on the same Charge as was made 
agairet Hall. 

Jones left Louisville shortly after the 
election, and It was not known where 
he had gone. United plates Marshals 
have been on hts trail since then, and 
they finally tracked him to New York, 
where he was located by the Federal 
officers of that city. He g-nve his name 
as Henry Jones, but admitted that he 
was the man who was wanted in Louis¬ 
ville. and made no resistance against 
being returned here for trial. lie will 
be presented In the United States Court 
before Henry Caasin, the United States 
Commissioner, as soon as* he reaches 
Louisv4t)e. and a preliminary hearing 
will be given him. 

The Associated Press story of the ar¬ 
raignment of Jones i?ays the case is the 
only one ever tried in the Federal Court 
In that district In the memory of the 
oldest offUMel.

CROP IS TOO BIG. THE POTATO CROP FAILS. 


Third of It May Rot In Fields Un¬ 
less Railroads Reduce Their 
Rates. 




Good Land Absorbed By Grazing 
Farms, Forcing Peasants To 


Bogs. 


Colorado's potato crop tht* season 
presents so complicated a situation that 
a revolution In 'the industry all over the 
country may grow out of It. and many 
of the transcontinental railroads may 
be tangled up in a rate. \var f says u 
Denver correspondent to the New York 
Herald. 

Unless some solution In the matter ia 
soon found it is predicted that more 
than one-third of the crop In the north¬ 
ern territory will rot in the field, and 
potatoes in Denver may be as cheap aa 
shavings before the winter Is over. 

All the ratlrouds in Denver have re¬ 
ceived an appeal from the United Pro¬ 
duce Company, which it* the potato 
growers’ association In Northern Colo¬ 
rado, asking that a proi>ortfonal late 
of twenty-five cents a hundred be made 
on potatoes from Denver to the Missis¬ 
sippi river. 

The present rate on potatoes from 
Colorado common polma to the Missis¬ 
sippi Is forty cents a hundred. This 
the growers do not want changed on 
potatoes routed within their present 
territory: what they want is a reduc¬ 
tion or fifteen cents between Denver 
and the Mississippi river on frleght des¬ 
tined to go beyond, so that Colorado 
can extend her territory on potato 
sales into Kentucky, Illinois. Indiana, 
Ohio, Tennessee, Pennsylvania and even 
New' York. 

In their appeal to the railroads the 
growers point out that there is an ov¬ 
erproduction in the State this year of 
at least 5.000 care al*o\e the demand of 
their present 'territory, which includes 
Missouri. Kansas. Nebraska. Texas and 
Colorado, hence the necessity of invad¬ 
ing new markets. Farmers are selling 
their crop nt thirty-five cents a hun¬ 
dred. sucked', and if th«* threatened drop 
1 of ten cents comes they say it will 
! hardly pay them for -their work. To 
I ship east of the Mississippi and pay a 
I forty-cent proportional ratv, they ar¬ 
gue, would he Impossible.

Sioux City, la., Dec. 24 —Sioux City' 
a wok- the clay before Christmas with 
two of it* beet bus! ness block* in ashes, 
causing a loss which may reach two, 
and a half millions, throwing hundreds 
of persons out of employment and cost¬ 
ing one life. The fire originated at 8:10 
o'clock last night in the basement of 
the Belletler Dry Goods Company at 
Fourth and Juckeon streets, one of the 
main corners of the city. A strong 
wind was blowing from the west and 
the fire spread rapidly, finally destroy¬ 
ing two of the blocks In the center of 
the city between Jackson street on the 
east, Pierce on the west. Fourth street 
on the north, and Third street, on the 
south. 

Within this territory the only build¬ 
ings saved were the Northwestern Na¬ 
tional Dank on Fourth and Pterce 
streets and the Tribune building on 
Pierce. Three hotels were burned—the 
West, Lender and Pullman. All the 
guests escaped In safety, however.

The Man Killed. N 

The man who was killed jumped from 
the fourth-story window* in the Massa¬ 
chusetts building, where the Are orig¬ 
inated. He struck a wire and missed 
the net which was being hold by the 
firemen. Nobody has been able to Iden¬ 
tify h»m.

Christmas shopping reached its high 
tide on Friday and, according to mer¬ 
chants in the retnll district, the sale** 
this year have passed all records. From 
early In the morning until 10 o'clock 
at night crowds of eager buyers filled 
the stores. Articles suitable for gifts 
were snapped up hurriedly and the un¬ 
precedented demand left many stores 
short of goods that are ordinarily left 
over to be disposed of at bargain sales 
after the holidays. 

Men who were caught in the vortex 
of a crush of women shoppers in nar¬ 
row aisles or near the elevators of the 
big stores wished they had remained at 
home. Sidewalks in the shopping dig. 
trict were moving masses of humanity 
Surface cars and flevated trains were 
Jammed with passengers and the sub¬ 
way shared in the crush. When the 
homeward rush of workers began at 
night the crush was frightful. 

Merchants of many years’ experience 
aaid that the Christmas buying thf* 
year was begun earlier than usual. atrJ 
that everybody sfeemed to have mon^y. 
Purchase* were made on a liberal 
scale, and the *ale« this year were 
of a more substantial character than 
ever before. Large Jewelry houses re¬ 
port ihe best holiday trade in years, 
and the fur trade, which last year 
wws near disaster. Is now* saU to be in 
a prosperous condition. 

Christmas celebrations will begin at 
churches. Sunday-ipchools and club* 
this evening There will be special 
frervicos in the churches to-morrow, 
with elaborate musical programmes, 
and on Monday niorny dinners to the 
poor will be given. 

To-day the venders of food expect to 
reap thrit harvest, for it will be the 
greatest market day of the y ar. Dur¬ 
ing this week 2.150.000 turkeys and 
chickens have come to the city, and 
40S.0G0 of the turkeys out of this vast 
stock, representing an expc-n.mure or 
about $800,0<H), will be consumed at the 
Christmas dinners.

Some three or four year* ago, when 
Pawnee Bill bought up alt the loose 
buffalo obtainable, and declared he 
would raise buffalo meat for the mar¬ 
ket, the Eastern papers termed It the 
"BufTalo Trust" nnd many of them de¬ 
clared It all ”an advertisement" for his 
big "Wild West" show, and that rhe 
project would never be successfully 
carried out. But the editor of the Paw¬ 
nee Courier-1 Mspntch says: 

"The people of Pawnee and the writ¬ 
er are now fully aware that the buffalo 
ranch has been a success, as there is 
now a large bunch of as fine young buf¬ 
falo ns was ever seen, being corn-fed 
on his ranch south of town, and wlU be 
slaughtered nnd shipped East for the 
holiday trade. The Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel in New York City has already 
ordered two hind quarters—which 
heads the list of orders from many of 
the large hotels and cafes throughout 
the United Btstes. Even Canada has 
placed one order, the King Edward 
Hotel, of Toronto, having placed an or¬ 
der for a thlrty-»ix-pound roast to ln- 
clude the ’hump.’ which is considered 
by all old buffalo hunters to be the 
most delicious and nutritious part of 
the carcass. Evidently some one plnc- 
*>d the order for the King Edward who 
has been an old buffalo hunter. Paw¬ 
nee Bill says his receipts from the 
ranch will be close to $30,000, ahd that 
each year’s receipts will increase. 

"An experiment of crossing the buf- 
fixlo with Galloway cattle will be made, 
wbk-h ehoukl bring on anlnval far sur¬ 
passing the genuine buffalo, as rhe 
Galloway Is, of Itself, very 

hands rone, with a long silky coat, und 
a kindly disposition, which should 
temper the fiery disposition of the gen¬ 
uine buffalo. a« well as improve the 
color of the robe. The average pri*ce 
per pounJ of buffalo meat 1* about 
$1.26—the loin ar.d short ribs bringing 
$1.50 per pound—while the xfiute and 
stew bring $1. The robe bring* $75; the 
heads, when mounted, readily bring 
$75 to $150 each, according to size and 
quality. Both the heads and robes are 
very handso*me when taken at this sea¬ 
son of 'tne year, ns they t h*»n have their 
heavy winter coit. i

TOOK WAR CRAFT TO RUSSIA 
ON A WAGER FOR $2,500. 


Burke Roche's Feat Outcome of a Bet 
In Fashionable Military Club 
In St. Petersburg. 


A new phase Is given to the report of 
Mr. Burke Roche’s exploit in getting a 
torpedo boat to Llbau by an extraor¬ 
dinary story told the London Dally Ex¬ 
press by Its Paris correspondent about 
n mysterious Mr. Roche who ran a 
British-built torpedo boat disguised as 
a yacht under the unsuspicious name 
of Caroline from the Thames to Llbau, 
delivering the vessel there to the 
charge of the Russian Government. 

This mysterious Mr. Roche turns out 
to be. as reported, none lather than 
the Hon. James Burke Roche, brother 
and heir of Lord Fermoy, of the Irish 
peerage. 

Mr. Roche is as well known In Paris 
a* In tendon or New York, and no 
more daring scion of a noble house, 
says the correspondent, could be se¬ 
lected to do the reckless deed of run¬ 
ning a destroyer outright under the 
nose of the British authorities. 

The act of careless bravery is one 
quite in fitting with the whole of Mr. 
Roche’s career, for he has led revolu¬ 
tions in South America, fought red 
Indians In the wild West of America 
and experienced countless adventures 
In al! parts of the world. 

Some three months ago Mr. Roche 
was sitting in.one of the exclusive clubs 
of St. Petersburg in company with sev¬ 
eral officers of the Russian Admiralty, 
including Admiral Wlrenlus and a 
member of the Czar’s suite. 

The Russian* were making light of 
the reputed bravery of the Engll*h. and 
asked where were the daring English¬ 
men of old days who had illuminated 
every page of history’ and fiction. Hud 
they all disappeared? Had English 
pluck entirely disappeared? 

The Japanese, said the Russians, 
were constantly obtaining ships and 
munitions from England, yet Russia 
could obtain none, not because the 
English were unwilling to sell, but be¬ 
cause no Englishman could be found 
with courage enough to take a boat 
away and deliver it in Russia. 

Mr. Roche. w*ho had been maintain¬ 
ing British courage, spoke up and said; 
"I am not an Englishman, strictly 
speaking, but am of Irish birth, and. 
If you will get a boat I will wager any 
reasonable amount that I will deliver 
the boat at any Russian port you 
name.” 

A wager w*as made of £600 a side. A 
captain of the Russian navy was sent 
ta England. He quietly visited the ship¬ 
building yards of the Thame*. looked 
over boats and wired his Government 
that the Caroline, at Yarrow’s, w*ould 
be a satisfactory acquisition. 

Mr. Roche was Informed the boat was 
then* and was asked If he was prepared 
to deliver her or to forfeit his wager. 

The rest is history. The Caroline 
made her dash and was delivered at 
Llbau. and the daring Irishmon won 
his wager of fSOO, and is the talk of 
three capitals—St. Petersburg, Paris 
and London. 

Turkey For the Prisoners.

The inmates of the State prison will 
take holiday to-morrow ami Monday, a 
turkey dinner being served them to¬ 
morrow. The contractors employing 
prison labor this afternoon distributed 
several hundred dollars’ worth of ci¬ 
gars. tobacco and candy among the 
prisoners. Because of the smallpox in¬ 
fection among the Inmates of the In¬ 
stitution no services of aby kind will 
be h~ld. at Is customary each year. 

Trigg County Man Lies. 

Cadiz. Ky., Dec. 24.—Esquire W. H. 
II. Alexander, cm* of the moat promi¬ 
nent citizens of this county, died of 
consumption at his home, four miles 
northwest of here, after an Illness of 
several months. He was about sixty- 
five years of age nnd ai few years ago 
served this district for two terms as 
magistrate.

NO NEGRO SOCIAL EQUALITY. 


Baltimore. Md., Dec. 24.—President 
Rooeevelt's deep interest In the broad 
development of the South, and likewise 
In a better understanding on the part 
of the people of all sections. Is strlk-* 
ingly shown In an article published in 
the Manufacturers* Record, of Balti¬ 
more, In Its issue of this week. This 
article is written by T. G. Bueh. presi¬ 
dent of the Alabama Consolidated Coal 
and Iron Company, a life-long Demo¬ 
crat. who, however. wa» a vigorous op¬ 
ponent of the silver question, and who 
discusses the political Interest of the 
Bouth from a strictly business point of 
view. Boeed on a recent lengthy Inter 
View with President Roosevelt, he 
writes the article in such a way that

•tatement of the views of the President 
on the Southern situation. Mr. Bush 
w rites:

Judgment of others to a wry” large de¬ 
gree.

Southern Appointment*. 

“His action with reference to appoint¬ 
ments is undersbxxl and duly appre¬ 
ciated by the people of rny own State 
when they remember the appointment 
Of Judge Thomas G. Jones. Judge Roul- 
hite and Judge Kyle—all Democrats— 
to Important and responsible positions.

"Very naturally, I made reference to 
the Industrial development of the South 
and spoke of the fact that the South is 
to wield a tremendous force Industrial¬ 
ly. and some day be strong and in¬ 
fluential politically. The President said 
he fully recognized and appreciated the 
coming development of the South, and 
that when he whs pressing the claims 
of the Panama, canal to a conclusion 
he fully realized the peculiar advant 
ages that the building of this great ship 
waterway would bring to the South¬ 
ern States, and it pleased him very 
much to know that the Southern people, 
♦n their large business Interests, would 
he recipients of these new' and large 
* opportunities. It wa® quite evident to 
me that President Roosevelt’s sym¬ 
pathies had gone out to the SVmth. and 
that he has an earnest desire to see 
this section fully recuperate from the 
great depression and disaster which 
naturally followed the Civil War.

New York, Dec. 24.—A Washington 
telegram to the Brooklyn Engle says: 
A bombshell was throwm Into the camp 
of the advocates of Federal regulation 
of railroad rates to-day. It cnune In 
the shape of a notification that twenty- 
one influential manufacturing. Import¬ 
ing and exporting Arms of jNew York 
City desired to withdraw their support 
of the Quarles-Cooper bills. Similar 
action Is promised from other Important 
shippers, who have figured prominently 
as anxious for legislation to curb the 
power of the railroads. 

This unexpected development has cre¬ 
ated consternation among the small 
army of agitators w'ho are Interested 
in working up public sentiment on the 
question of rate making. The notice 
of wlthdrawel of support w*o 9 served 
on Senators and Representatives to-day 
by H. T. Newcomb, of the Washington 
law Arm of Riston & Hidden*. In 
conversation with the Eagle correspon¬ 
dent Mr. Newcomb explained the action 
of the New York shippers as follows: 

"These Arms have altered their opin¬ 
ions about the necessity for a change 
In the present method of fixing rates. 
They were at first led to believe that 
rate charges are excessive and that it 
would be a good thing to Join the move¬ 
ment to vest In the Government author, 
lty to regulate these matters. Conse¬ 
quently all of these twenty-one Arms 
signed a petition to Congress, request¬ 
ing that the Quarles-Cooper bills be 
passed. Sl^ce then these business men 
have learnett that there is no real pub¬ 
lic sentiment in favor of the measures 
they asked Congress to pass. It has 
been proved to them that the apparent 
enthusiasm for the proposed law Is ull 
manufactured. It Is the work of a lot 
of lawyers, freight bureaus and agen¬ 
cies, which hope to profit by the liti¬ 
gation that wttl follow' the adoption 
of such a bill. These men are merely 
looking for employment at their pro¬ 
fession. This Is the sole Idea with 
which they are actuated ln this public 
agitation.*'

A year later he 
completed a $25 000 contract In a city 
in Colombia and sent word he was 
about to start for home. 

He did not arrive and his family be¬ 
gan to make Inquiry. HI® employers 
could learn nothing definitely about the 
cause of his delay and no w'ord came 
from him until the letter was received 
yesterday by his mother. 

Mr. Holley writes from Duoaramangn. 
Dej>artmei»t of Bantanda, Republic of 
Colombia, saying that a revolution 
broke out while he was filling his con¬ 
tract there, and on the eve of his de¬ 
parture he wn* arrested and thrown 
Into prison, where\he had remained In 
close confinement for fourteen years 
He 1 b so happy- at his release that the 
long and dreary Incarceration seems a 
horrible nightmare, and he does not 
discuss It in his letter. He makes in¬ 
quiry conot-mlng hie wife and children 
and member* of hi? family and ex¬ 
presses his earned desire to return 
home. 

He left the prlaon without money or 
decent clothing, he w'rltes. but not dis¬ 
couraged.

He had a cozy home 
at Homownck, Ulster county, but hi a 
wife died mourning Ms supposed death, 
and tw\> of his sons have been killed 
In accidents.

Mr R. Montfort. chief engineer of the 
I^oulsvllle and Xa#UvU)» railroad, writes from 
LouUvllto. Ky.. to ths Manufacturers* Record 
concerning tho work which has been done dur¬ 
ing tho year 1904 by tho company, a* follows:

SOME SPLENDID WORK DONE. 


One Now Albany family was made 
auprembly happy yesterday by the fire¬ 
men or No. 2 reel house. East Fourth 
and Spring streets. The family con¬ 
sisted of the mother, a widow, who ha* 
been in feeble health for several 
months, and four small children. The 
mother ha* made at best a meager 
livelihood when in health, and since her 
illness, whl'cfh lnoopooHated her for 
work, she and her children have been 
In hard lines. 

Their condition was reported to the 
firemen* and yesterday morning the 
children were provided with Shoes, 
stockings and an abundance of com¬ 
fortable clothing, the expense being 
borne by tho men* The generous- 
hearted firemen did root stop at clothing 
the children and making the # merther 
comfortable, but last night they went 
in a body to the house, not far distant, 
carrying a huge Christmas tree, on the 
ample branches of which were hung 
supply of candies, toys and other 
appropriate holiday gifts, while grouped 
around the base was an abundance of 
household necessities, flour, groceries, 
meat, etc., sufficient to maintain the 
family comfortably for a month.

"One of the peculiar businesses that 
grew up a* a result of the Civil War 
was the establishment of private coal¬ 
ing stations In all sorts of the out-of- 
the-way place*.” remarked E. McKee, 
late of the United States navy. "You 
*ee, the Government could not tell on 
what part of the earth’s surface its 
war vessels might have to cruise in 
their chase for privateer* and other 
craft menacing Its operations, and, of 
i.course, could not make arrangements 
*for coal. As a consequence the Cap¬ 
tains were authorized to secure the 
best bargains they could at such ports 
as they might touch when a supply 
was needed. Thrifty ones in the nio 9 t 
unfrequented water* prepared for a 
possible visit from a United States war 
steamer with low coal bunkers, and 
when the fish entered their net they 
charged up for the time they had to 
wait. They were not patriots, but 
were on earth strictly for the root of 
all evil." 

Mr. McKee was a marine on the 
Vanderbilt during her 25,000-mile chase 
after the Confederate cruiser Alabama. 
The Vanderbilt left the port of New* 
York In 1862. and took Captain John A. 
Winslow, of Fayal, In the West Indies, 
where he took command of the Kear- 
*arge. At that time the ocean was 
dotted with the ships of Uncle Sam In 
quest of the Alabama. She found 
them, but they couldn't find her. 

"At nearly every port we stopped we 
would get more or less misleading in¬ 
formation, and would hopefully follow' 
every clew,*’ said Mr. McKee. "While 
In the South Atlantic w f e heard from 
what appeared to be a most authentic 
source that the Alabama was at the 
Cape of Good Hope. As we approached 
St. Helena. Nnpoleon’s Island, the coal 
bunkers got low*, and we stopped there 
and opened negotiations with a Scotch¬ 
man for a new supply. He serenely 
demanded $30 a ton In gold, without 
going to the trouble of removing his 
pipe W’hlle stating his outrageous 
terms. The exchange was $2.85. mak¬ 
ing the total price Uyele S^m was ask¬ 
ed to pay $80 a ton. and We were us¬ 
ing 400 tons a day running at moder¬ 
ate speed. 

"After a run of ten hours the ship’s 
officers held a consultation. The al¬ 
most Impossibility of reaching the cape 
without coal was only too clear, and 
If a storm should come up the ship 
would be absolutely helpless. It was a 
hard thing to do. but there didn’t seem 
to be any alternative. The ship was 
reversed and put back to St. Helena. 
’Scotehy* was occupying the Identical 
position w’e had left him in on black 
gold mine. This time he was a trifle 
interested because he knew' we were 
going to trade with him. He gave us 
his philosophy this way: He had been 
sitting on that coal pile for eighteen 
months, waiting for a ship to come 
that had to have It. He observed from 
the height of the Vanderbilt above the 
water that she came in light, and that 
her officers would not dare risk a storm 
while she stood up so high. Our return 
didn’t surprise him a bit. and he soon 
got hi* men to work and loaded 1,000 
tons In the hold, for which the Federal 
Government paid $80,000. He said some¬ 
body had to pay for his tobacco and 
his patience, and we happened to be 
the victims. He admired the United 
States and sometimes felt sympathetic 
—but sympathy wouldn’t buy whisky 
and things like money would."

Dec. 24.—After being out 
nineteen hour* th* Jury in the John 
Benoit will case to-day reported a 
disagreement and was discharged. Be¬ 
noit was an eccentric Freroch Canadian 
who died In this city about a year ago. 
leaving $49,000 to th- Roman CathoWc 
church. Relatives of Re-nolt’s wifr- con¬ 
tested the will on the ground Chat the 
bequest to the church hod been Im¬ 
properly secured. The Rev. Achilla 
Bergeron, pastor of the church of Notre 
Dame, wan accused of taking advan¬ 
tage of Benoit’s mental condition and 
thus persuading him to sign the will. 


New York. Dec. 24.—A Washington 
telegram to the Herald says: Represen¬ 
tative Livingston, of Georgia, author of 
the privileged resolution looking to an 
inquiry Into the data upon w'hlch the 
Agricultural Department bases its cot¬ 
ton crop reports, stated tihls evening 
that he was convinced the Department 
was prepared to meet the requirements 
of the resolution, and HhaJt the House 
would have it when called up. Cal. 
Livingston has the promise that the 
matter will be taken up 'this week. If 
not he will exerefcn? his rights on a 
privileged resolution and call it up in 
the House. 

Ool. Livingston was asked whalt would 
be a satisfactory replyv to hi - re sol u 
tlon. He said he was Infbrmed that the 
Depart men* has six different sources of 
Information, divided by classifications, 
from which the data relative to the con¬ 
dition of the cotton crop was gathered. 

Continuing. Col. Livingston said that 
If the Department would send to the 
House the estimate of each oJaas as pre¬ 
pared for the December report of con¬ 
dition, and state upon which clas3 the 
report had been formulated, such infor¬ 
mation would be satisfactory, as It 
would enable the cotton men of the 
South to Judge whether the coroelunions 
of the Department were or were not 
proper. 

"I believe." said Mr. Livingston, "that 
we shall get the Information we want 
and that It win soon be demonstrated 
whether the Department is right. If 
It is right, then the people of the South 
have simply been growing more cotton 
than the world requires, and the sooner 
the cotton crop Is reduced the better It

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J GENERAL FEDERATION, t 


A plan for the federation of all the 
bodies in the religious life of this coun¬ 
try, holding to the P/esbytertan system 
of government, was tentatively adopted 
at a meeting of representatives of sev¬ 
en of the larger of such bodies, held 
early in December in Pittsburg. Pa. 
The plan, which has the approval of 
leaders In most of the Presbyterian 
bodies, provides not for any union 
along organic lines, but for an organi¬ 
zation to be called the "Federal Coun¬ 
cil of the Reformed Churche* In the 
United States of America holding the 
Presbyterian system," and the scope of 
the organization was outlined at the 
meeting in Pittsburg as follows: "The 
Federal Council shall promote the co 
operation of the Federated churches in 
their foreign missionary w’ork, and also 
in their general work in the United 
States of America. In connection with 
home missions, work among the col¬ 
ored people, church erection, Sabbath- 
schools, publication and education and 
may initiate movements having this 
co-operation In view subject to the 
approv-al of the churches concerned. 
The Council may also advise and rec¬ 
ommend In other matters pertaining to 
the general welfare of the Kingdom of 
Christ." The plan of federation was 
adopted by the meeting arid Is now 
made public In order that H may be 
fully discussed throughout the churches 
and may be acted upon in the supreme 
Judicatories of the various bodies, w hich 
are expected to instruct their delegates 
and continue the representative con¬ 
ference. In the committee’s plan of fed¬ 
eration It is provided that the churches 
Joining Che Federation shall preserve 
their Individualities, their creed*, form* 
of government and worship, and every 
power, jurisdiction and right not speci¬ 
fically conferred on the Federal Coun¬ 
cil. Representation in the Council shall 
be regulated according to the com¬ 
municants of the affiliated bodies on the 
basis of four representatives for each 
100,000 communicants up to 300.000, and 
four representatives for each additional 
200,000 communicants. On this basis 
the Northern Presbyterian church, with 
1.094,908 members, would have twenty- 
four representatives in the Council; the 
Southern Presbyterian church and the 
German Reformed church w'ouJd each 
have eight, and the other bodies of¬ 
ficially represented at the Pittsburg 
meeting, the Dutch Reformed, the Re¬ 
formed Presbyterian General Synod, 
the United Presbyterian and the Cum¬ 
berland Presbyterian, would each have 
four representatives, making a Council 
of fifty-six members In all. Other Pres¬ 
byterian bodies which might Join in 
the movement, but were not represent¬ 
ed at Pittsburg, Include the Christian 
Reformed, th« Associate Reformed 
Synod of the South, the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church Synod and the 
Welsh Colvlnlstic.

Progress ww mode 
tov.ard the amalgamation of Methodist 
benevolences, and three organizations 
with rum names are now r being 
evolved. Some new' bishops were ehots- 
en and there was ,ir< infusion of some 
new blooi :nit’o the official system. 
Among Roman Catholics In America 
the feature* of the year were the cele¬ 
bration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the promulgation of the dogma of the 
Immaculate Conception, the financial 
troubles of the Catholic University, 
and the rallying of the Cathodic laity 
In Us behalf.

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THE COUNCIL’S POWER. X 


It is provided in the plan of federa¬ 
tion that the Council shaJl have power 
to deal with differences which may 
arise between the federated churches In 
regard to matters within the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Council and w'hlch the con¬ 
stituted agencies of the churches con¬ 
cerned have been unable to nettle, and 
which may be referred by the supreme 
Judicatories of the churches to the Coun¬ 
cil. The w’hole plun Is designed to erect 
an organization which shall In matters 
other than creed a 1 or governmental 
have delegated power to discuss «nd 
act upon any matters of common In¬ 
terest to the great Presbyterian family 
of churches In the Undted States. It 
should be said that the plan here out¬ 
lined Is only suggestive and may be 
altered in many particular* before the 
Council is organIzod. Some leaders say 
there should be more representatives, 
and that fifty-six Is too small a number 
to properly represent 2.000,000 cotnmuni- 
can ts. 


NEW HOSPITAL. 


There has Just been dedicated In Se¬ 
oul. Korea, a new hospital building, the 
cost of which was defrayed by Mr. L. 
II. Severance, of Cleveland, O, and 
w'hlch Is to be known as the Severance 
Memorial Hospital. It is to be conduct¬ 
ed under the direction of the Presbyte¬ 
rian Board of Foreign Missions, winch 
has u number of medical missionaries 
stationed In the Korean city. The butld- 
ing was erected In the face of many 
difficulties, as It Is extremely hard to 
build an American structure with Ori¬ 
ental laborers, whose Ideals and habits 
are so totally different from ours. An 
Instance of this Is found in the fact 
that all the plumbing In the building 
had to be replaced personally by Dr. 
O. R. Avlson and one of the other 
workers of the mission. In mo*t respect? 
the new building follows the lines of 
modern hospital construction and it is a 
credit alike to the Presbyterian mis¬ 
sionaries, w'ho carried out the details, 
and to Mr. Severance, whose benevo¬ 
lence made the building possible. An 
Interesting fact in connection with this 
Korean hospital is that its corner stone 
was laid a year ago last Thanksgiving 
day by the Hon. N. H. Allen, now' Min¬ 
ister to Korea, but the one who, as a 
Presbyterian missionary laid the foun¬ 
dations of the medical w r ork of the 
board In Korea by the successful per¬ 
formance of surgical operations upon 
prominent Koreans who had been 
wounded In 1884. in the conflict between 
the Chinese and Japanese garrisons. 
Dr. Allen’s marked success at that time 
made such an Impression upon the com¬ 
munity and upon the king, that he 
ova* placed in charge of a hospital fur¬ 
nished by the Government. It is from 
the building thus supplied that the’ 
Presbyterian medical work is moved to 
the new hospital. The first operation 
was performed In the new' building Oc¬ 
tober 4*.h. and was for the extraction 
of cataract, one of the workers char¬ 
acterizing it as especially appropriate 
that the. first Important work of a new 
missionary hospital stfiould be an opera¬ 
tion for "Letting In the Light."

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PRACTICE NEAR END. 


. Western Influence bids fair to emanci¬ 
pate the women of China from the cru¬ 
el practice of foot-binding, which has 
so long followed and Incapacitated 
them, for there Is an already wide¬ 
spread and growing sentiment against 
the practice. There Is an energetic An. 
ti-Footblnddng Society In China, at the 
head of whtch Is Mrs. A. Little, the 
wife of a commercial man of note. The 
society has the aid of the American 
missionaries and is even securing the 
co-operation of Chinese officials, for it 
has Just been reported that the District 
Magistrate a< Teng Chow, at the clo«e 
of a series of meetings conducted by 
Mrs. Little, addressed a letter to local 
representatives of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions and to Bap¬ 
tist missionaries, denouncing the cruel 
practice and asking them to aid in the 
formation of a local society. Mrs. Lit¬ 
tle'* meetings were always crowded, 
and at one of them In Teng Chow’ there 
w'ere made addresses by the Prefect 
and the District Magistrate, and at 
the dose there was a unanimous rising 
vote denouncing the practice. Best of 
all, the women in Increasingly large 
numbers are promising to dlscorotlue the 
pnvetIce. and It may well be prophesied 
tivit before many years have passed 
the deformed feet of Chinese women 
wilt have given place to a natural 
growth.

Balllngton Booth report* his army's 
work hp follow*: During the past year 
over 800 women have been cared for, 
and over 18,330 b^ds have been pro¬ 
vided for yourg women in our homes of 
•mercy. There have been about 530 chil¬ 
dren received and caxed for hi tiie chil¬ 
dren’s homes, and many thousands of 
little ones have been helped w th cloth¬ 
ing. The volunteer officer* and workers 
have visited and sided 29,271 families 
luring the year. No fewer that 236.- 
042 people were lodged during the year 
in the homes and institutions for work¬ 
ing and destitute men and women, not 
counting the many sheltered during the 
floods and extreme cold last winter. 
There were 230.961 perrons fed with 
yutotuntinl meals at a nominal cost In 
tiutse Institutions, and 86,244 perrons 
were given temporary relief and fool.

A* this 
condition has obtained for some years, 
gflowing worse eat-h year, it Is not to 
be wondered at that religious leaders 
close the year with forebodings.

New* York. Dec. 24. — [Special.] — It la 
pretty safe to say that, since he mixed 
up in New York's rapid transit affairs 
no man has been more steadily In the 
public eye th3n August Belmont, who, 
by LeasoQ of his election a few days 
ngo as president of the National Civic 
Federation, to succeed the late Senator 
Hanna, has been brought prominently 
to the country's attention for the sec¬ 
ond time this year. The first time, as 
everybody knows, was when he nomi¬ 
nated Judge Parker In St. Louis last 
summer, and later had a great deal to 
do with the conduct of the Democratic 
side of the campaign. 

Up to the time that he decided to 
back financially John B. McDonald, 
who had taken the contract for the sub¬ 
way without exactly knowing where he 
was to secure the millions necessary to 
dig It, Mr. Belmont was chiefly known 
to New Yorkers as the successor to the 
elder August's f banking and horse-rac¬ 
ing Interests. Financial New* York 
know that he was the controlling power 
In the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
system; the rest of New York knew' him 
as the leading supporter of horse rac¬ 
ing on the various tracks about the 
city. Therefore, however much Wall 
street respected Mr. Belmont's finan¬ 
cial ability, to the tens of thousands of 
New Yorkers w ho earn their living out¬ 
side of stocks he was "Augy Belmont, 
the giving man," and when the racing 
season ended his nanr® appeared only 
at long Intervals In the newspapers, ami 
the public se ined to know him no more. 
In fact, up to the time that he barked 
Mr. McDonald, each of hi* brothers — O. 
H P. and Perry—was continually more 
In the limelight then August. 

• • • 

Changed Status of Things. 

But August's entrance Into the rapid 
transit field changed the former status 
of things completely and Instantly 
There is no other problem In which 
New Yorkers are so vitally interested 
ns that of getting to and from 
office and home. It is their pet enig¬ 
ma. They discus* It day In aod day 
out. at the office, in the home, on the 
streets. In civil gatherings, at social 
gatherings, on outings—wherever mid 
whenever two or more New Yorkers 
get together. The craze over the "Pigs 
in Clover" puzzle some years ago was 
nothing compared to the ever-present 
craze of New Yorkers to get the cot- 
rect solution of the “Fifteen Minutes 
to Harlem" puzzle. So, when August 
Belmont came to the fore as Mr. Mc¬ 
Donald's good financial fairy, he at ome 
took to the center of the stage anJ 
has Just about kept it ever since. Prob¬ 
ably be had to side-step a little when 
Mrs. Chadwick came to the fore—many 
a banker In Ohio and Pittsburg is now- 
wishing hi? had side-stepped, literally, 
when she came around—but not for 
long. New Yorkers soon tire of Mr*. 
Chadwicks, soon forget about fights 
over senatorships, forget the favorite of 
this day or tha<. but they canon* now 
And probably never will be able to for¬ 
get the rapid transit problem. They 
have ahvays had It with them; they 
have it with them now In a more acute 
stage than ever before, and here is 
found the reason why August Belmont 
has been uninterruptedly before the 
city since the ushering in of the cen¬ 
tury. 

• • • 

Review of Events. 

A recapitulation of a few events in 
which he has recently taken a lead¬ 
ing part will serve to show' why New* 
Yorker* can't help talking and think¬ 
ing and speculating about him. 

The Subway was thrown open to the 
public In the middle of October; of 
course. Mr Belmont, as president of 
the operating company, had to take 
a leading part in the celebration. A 
week or ten days later a lot of New- 
Yorkers began sniffing suspiciously 
of the Subway air and declaring it 
detrimental to health; Mr. Belmont's 
name was bandied about right and 
left. Then followed divers analyte* of 
the air. some official, more unofficial, 
and with the publication of each and 
every one out cropped the name of Au¬ 
gust Belmont. 

Then. Just ns the public was tiring 
somewhat of discussing Mr. Belmont 
in relation to the air he ha* in his 
great ditch, up popped the now fa¬ 
mous advertising sign controversy, 
and Mr. Belmont was heartily abused 
for harboring microbe-breeding places 
in the Subway and destroying the ar¬ 
tistic beauty of the stations. The con¬ 
troversy Is still on.

McDonald's Resignation. 

✓ 

In the meantime the public i* busily 
engaged in discussing rhe reasons for 
Mr McDonald's resignation from the 
directorate of Mr. Belmont'* Subway 
Construction Company, his alliance 
with Mr. Belmont's rapid transit op¬ 
ponent. the Metropolitan system, and 
the probability of a gladiatorial battle 
between Mr. Belmont and Mr. Mc¬ 
Donald for future subway favors from 
old Father Knickerbocker. In fact, 
the preliminary skirmish is now on, 
and all New’ York Is watching eagerly 
and eagerly awaiting the decision of 
the umpire—the Rapid Transit Com¬ 
mission—as to which shall It be—Bel¬ 
mont or McDonald? 

Mr Belmont har certainly grown 
wonderfully in municipal affairs since 
the days when ho was chiefly known 
to the public via the newspapers 
the exponent of rabhit coursing on 
Ixmg Island and was standing trial 
therefor, charged with cruelty to ani¬ 
mals. 

• • * 

Competition Is Wanted. 

There is no doubt that great us has 
been Mr. Belmont's rfrare in the at¬ 
tempt to solve the rapid-transit puzzle. 

goodly portion of New Y’orkers would 
be delighted to see the tunnel* which 
will certainly be constructed in the 
near future* driven'by the interests rep¬ 
resented in the person ol Mr. McDon¬ 


ald. This attitude Is due largely to three 
reasons. 

First, that of competition. It it* ar¬ 
gued that it would bode the* oily no 
good to have all its underground pas¬ 
sages between business and home con¬ 
trolled by one company. “Creute com¬ 
petition." Is the cry. “even though we 
do it by getting the company which lias 
a monopoly of the surface lines to take 
hold of the prospective tunnels." 

Second, trunsfer*. The Metropolitan 
has explicitly promised that it Will 
transfer all passengers, free Of charge, 
from any tunnels that It may be au¬ 
thorized to drive to it* surface lines, i 
and vice versa There Is no transfer 
system between the present subway and 
the elevated lines, both under the con¬ 
trol of Mr. Belmont's Interborough 
Company. 

Third, the personality of the two men 
w’ho are opp«>sed to each other. How¬ 
ever justly or unjustly, Mr. Belmont Is 
looked upon by a large class of people 
as helng exceedingly cold, callous to 
public opinion and In possession of the 
haughty attitude that is assumed by 
many men w’ho. Ilka himself, are born 
to Inherit their father's millions. Per¬ 
sonally. I do not fully agree with these 
critic*. Mr .Belmont's endeavors to 
Improve the 1 service on the elevated 
railroads would seem to prove that he 
has some regard for public opinion, 

• • • 

McDonald's Personality. 

On the other hand, no one disputes 
the fact, and everyone seems to be 
aware of it, tha»t Mr. McDonald has a 
personality that takes with the public. 
He t* affable, exceedingly democratic, 
has the dry wit of a true Irishman, is 
modest to a degree, and diplomatic. 
Moreover, he 1* one of the common 
people; he Inherited only the brawn 
that made him a good wlelder of the 
pick In his early days; and he Is not 
ashamed to recall the years when hB 
riches consisted simply cf good health 
nnd unbounding ambition to make 
something of himself. When he broke 
ground for the Subway in front of «Mty 
Hall, he remarked to the stately com¬ 
missioner* and leading citizens abuut 
him. a* he swung the pick with the 
dexterity of an expert over his .shoul¬ 
der: "Gentlemen, to the manner born!" 

Mr. McDonald. In the great contest 
that Is now on for underground New 
York seems to have the best of It a«* 
far as the good will of the public is 
concerned. In personality and in trans¬ 
fer*. Then. too. everybody knows 
that he Is the man who dug the pres¬ 
ent Subway— did the actual work on It 
—and he was made aware of the fact ; 
on the opening day that everybody i 
knew It. when he got the lion's share 
of the public applause, thereby un¬ 
consciously causing some of his col¬ 
leagues' heart* to 'bum. 

It remains to be seen whether Mr. 
Balmont can overcome this rather for- 
mldable handicap in the Inducement*, 
in the shape of remuneration to the 
city, that he Is undoubtedly preparing 
to offer In return for underground I 
franchise plums.

Many Subway Propositions. 

' So many subway proposition* and | 
recommendations are continually be-1 
Ing made by this construction company j 
nnd that civic organization that it is | 
difficult to give every one equal prom¬ 
inence with another. Hence, it hap- | 
pened thn*t when the Municipal Art So¬ 
ciety. the other day, made Its recom¬ 
mendations to th*» Rapid Transit i'om -1 
mission they received but little atten- 1 
tion in public print. This was unfor¬ 
tunate, as the recomwendhlions are j 
among the mo.** novel yet mode, and, I 
while seemingly converging on the pre¬ 
posterous to the uninitiated in metro- | 
politan rapid tran?it affairs, foreshadow , 
a state that expert* declare will come 
In some *hata> scone* or later. 

The society, after petitioning that no 
more franchises for subways be grant¬ 
ed until a plan looking toward co-or- j 
dination among all present and future, 
systems B definitely decided upon, 
makes these suggestions: 

All north and south highways should I 
be set aside for subway's Immediately 
below the street level, such as the 
present one. 

Right under these subways, at a 
forty-foot level, construct transverse 
subways nnd moving sidewalks, and a 
subway arcade ns a sidewalk. 

Bekwv the sidewalks place the Penn¬ 
sylvania tunnel, and the other gre44t 
t ran verse tunnels that will undoubtedly 
be built by the railroads, nnd used by 
them as means of getting Into and out 
of the city. The*e tunnels should be 
sixty feet underground. 

Lastly, eighty feet below the street 
level drive the fourth layer of tunnels 
and use them for express service exclu¬ 
sively. The society is thoughtful enough 
to suggest that thefe particular tube* 
shouki be provided 'with elevator en¬ 
trances. 

If any scheme approaching the rec¬ 
ommendations cf the Municipal Art 
Society are ever carried out, the city . 
Will have six layers of transportation 
facilities, so to speak—four under-1 
ground, one on the sufaoe. and one 
overhead—perhaps two overhead, for 
there is much talk again of double¬ 
decking the Elevated. 

Truly. New’ York's rapid trnn?1t puz¬ 
zle Is its leading one. and the men 
who are trying to solve it. either from 
civic pride or selfish motives, are Just 
about the most constantly talked of 
gentlemen on the island. DUANE.

That’ll be so awfully funny that 
my wife can’t help smiling. Eh, what?" 

But the Joke Is a boomerang that hits 
the Joker hurd when It cames back to 
him. When the dangling doll dances 
madly in sir, he learns that the two j>er- 
sons on the sofa are not the VVebb- 
marahes. but his own unofficial wife—who 
by this time Is gay with her marital re¬ 
lease—and a lover, to whom she has im¬ 
pulsively betrothed herself. At least, th*t 
is the doll’s role, as written by Pinero and 
as acted in London. It amazed the audi¬ 
ences more than it amused them, and the 
audacious author, at the very top of the 
English dramatists, was thrown down to 
the bottom by the offended public. The 
device of the i>endulou8 doll had been 
used in many a salacious French farce, 
but It wasn’t tolerable when utilized by 
the famed English writer of pure "Sweet 
Lavender," even though he hnd been ex¬ 
cused for boldness In "Iris."

Quite seriously, though, I suggest that 
most of the offense might be taken out 
of the episode by having the Joker, in¬ 
stead of telling that he has connected the 
wire with a sofa, describe it as an arm¬ 
chair.

Rippingill and her companion It would 
be funnier than it is, and the doll might 
kick its legs off without making anyone 
ashamed. 


In this week before Chrsitrruis there Is 
but one new play In Broadway. In quest 
of subjects to write about 1 have gone to 
grand opera to see how two dramatic 
heroines are faring when sung Instead of 
spoken. They were our very old yet very 
young friend*, the German Marguerite, 
who sings from good to bad, and the 
French Camille, who rises from bad to 
good, before winging away to glory*, both 
of them. The "Travtettt" of Verdi is at 
the end of a winding way from Dumas’ 
"Lady of the Cameiiaa." It Is an adap¬ 
tation of an adaptation. The vlrtuoua 
English who are now showing us things 
in the way of Irises and Olga Netherooks 
refused to permit the French story of a 
consumptive courtesan to be told on their 
Btage. So a version was arranged under 
the gentle title of "Heartsease." and 
Marguerite Gauthier, renamed Violetta 
Valerie, wus "engaged" to an Italianized 
Armand. It was to this form of the story 
that Verdi set his airy* Italian airs, 
which, the younger generation tell us, 
cannot be taken seriously. Some of us 
may, Indeed, smile at death and destruc¬ 
tion set to gay und tuneful music, but 
the rest of us are apt to say "Go hang 
with ^he subject! Let’s revel In divine 
aong" And certainly It is divine song 
when Marcella Sembrieh sings It. 

Here Is illusion flung to the winds. A 
fat woman dies of a wasting disease, yet 
trtlla the while like the birds above. The 
more intense her misery, phyrricat awl 
sentimental, the more frenzied and sup^b 
her vocalism. And In the end her long 
scene of dissolution ends In a wonderful 
expiring note. It Is unreasoning, prepos¬ 
terous. yet whot mere actress can Impress 
such an Imsrge of ideal love-unto-death as 1 
this creation of Verdi when realized by 
Sembrlch? The Polish singer clings to 
the traditions of the opera; she make* no 
effort to assimilate the o'.d school and the 
new. In the ball scene, with Its beautiful 
wnltz movement, she follows Patti’s ex¬ 
ample of flinging all sense of time and 
place to the winds along with reality. It 
didn’t bother the sopranos—they of the 
true regal prima donna elegance—of thirty 
years ago that Violetta was of ancient 
Italian days; they moved amongst a 
company "In the period" wearing a gown 
of modem and modish splendor. Thus 
docs Sembrlch. and further like unto her 
sisters of the past she I* Incrusted with 
diamonds. 


And of "Flaunt" what is there left to 
say? Who, who has ever been to tho 
opera, or even of those who have not, 
hasn't thought everything ho could think 
on that subject? Yet a point we forget la 
hbw wholly apart from th* Goethe poem 
this flowery opera is. I went to our Ger¬ 
man theater last season and heard the 
long speeches of the original drama de¬ 
claimed to an enraptured audience. I 
trlc<^ lost night to find a resemblance of 
that* in the waltzes, rod lights, gay bal¬ 
lets nnd pictorial ascension to heaven of 
the Gounod entertainment. The person 
who spoke of Henry Irving’s famous 
"Faust" production as a dramatization 
of an opera was not far wrong. His spec¬ 
tacle was the marvel of twenty years 
ugo. To-day W'o see what an aid electric 
lighting is to the horrors of hell. 

Interest in the pre#ent operatic revival 
centers In Emma Eames' Marguerite, not. 
of course, as a novelty, but rather as a 
safe object of enthusiasm. Joy In the 
Eames voice is an eusy and ucoepted 
sign of culture. The conventional among 
us who don’t risk thinking for ourselves 
arc made aware that special comment or 
undue rapture is not expected, as in the 
case of Sembrlch or Ml'.ka Terntna. This 
is nice to know, and makes the strain, es¬ 
pecially on tho box occupants, far less in 
nearing Emma Eames. Our placid pleas¬ 
ure in this American prima donna Is ruf- 
fled only w*hon husband Jul.an Story de¬ 
signs new arid dazzling costurms for her— 
as In the brilliant "Alda" wardrobe. Mar¬ 
guerite give* no opportunity for that. 
So an Eames "Faust’’ night is one of the 
Kifest of the season for the uncritical, 
who run no rl»k of expressing well-bred 
approbation nnd feel no necessity of ec¬ 
static* Eames. you may remember, ts 
sonulhlng like a sylph among tlv* heavy 
open* heavyweights. Amongst ordinary 
femininity she would not seem slender. 
She Is so well proportion*.# and go ic al 
of bearing that she gives an impression 
of beauty even In the simple gowns »*f 
Marguerite, a design of costume which 


changes of times and prima donnas se*m 
not to affect. 


Many is the time I have felt like taking 
the next train for DQueerest, or Slumber- 
vale, or some other village that was to be 
rou*i3d by an "Uncle Tom’s Cabin" street 
parado and o*p’ry house performance 
One of the many bonds of Tommers that 
travel throughout the land, hut are hardly 
ever seen In a big olty. came Into a far 
corner of New York town last Monda> 
morning and played In a quarter-dollar 
thtsiiter In- the afternoon. I went to see 
both of the slows, and wasn't enter¬ 
tained by either n« I had fondly expected 
to be. The street procession might have 
been comical If Ir hadn’t been pitiful. The 
air had the dhmip chill peculiar to this 
seashore City In winter, the snow from a 
storm of the night before hadn’t b«?w» 
carted away, and no sunshine brightened 
the brass or reflected from the mirrors 
of tho b ind wag mi Behind that dull 
chariot rode the saintly Uncle Tom and 
the cruel Simon Legree on buTtfcback. 
and tJhe cold seemed to make the over¬ 
seer as miserable ns tire slave. Next came 
George and Eliza trying to look warmly 
Comfort able in th^lr saddles. Angelic 
Little Eva, mourned on a cream-White 
pony looked frozen Cn h-*r purity. She 
nnd a lot of space to herself. So did 
Tcmsy, who was the next figure, on a 
donkey that wouldn't frisk, and hen*elf 
appeared though all five mischief in 
her had eong*oUed to Ice. Back of her 
was Marks the Lfluwyer on a mtile. 

Those seven charaii^rs were painted 
and costumed, and they looked garishly 
crude and cruelly tortured In tm cold 
daylight. The u»tlher persons of me 
dntma wore not on view The actors of 
them were "dotjbllng in the band." which 
means 1 1 uat they had been engaged—as 
the usage* with tho Tnanmers l«»—to play 
musical instruments in the street and dra¬ 
matic roles on the .^Lage--wv»nrK-n as well 
a* men. A white woman who blown a 
cornet in the wagon was the fin* South¬ 
ern lady of the play, probably, and 1 
picked out « sharp-faced trombone #tox>v- 
er as the Aunt Ophelia, while not doubt- 
Ing at .all that the yellow girl, who 
whacked the bass drum, served also 
without fals* coloring as Cassle. the oc¬ 
toroon. Th* human rear of the proces¬ 
sion—the poster* said It was a gorgeous 
cavalcade— was brought up* bv a dozen 
negroes. In a wagvm. singing with all 
their might old plantation melodies, 
which passed Into th* frigid air 

in th* form of visible vapor. The blare 
£L, th<? Famous Military Band and th* 
bellow of tlie Olehra»ted Jiibllee singers 
didn't Interfere with each other, for the 
few paraders were spaced out to a great 
length. A U the hindmost trotted a half 
dozen bloodhounds. A lot of bova wanted 
<to play with them, and the digs seemed 
amiably inclined, but th* man who had 
dr letishes proclaimed their ferocity

L ONDON. Dec*. 10.—Maxim Gorky has 
found a way of dealing with a hos¬ 
tile theater audience which ought 
to commend itself to playwrights and 
actor-managers the world over. 

Heretofore it has been etiquetite for the 
dramatist w'hose appearance after the 
Anal "curtain" has been greeted with 
"boos," hisses or cat-rails to take It all 
In a ehojrtened spirit and to retire apol¬ 
ogetically and with a crestfallen bow. But 
Gorky has changed all that. For If the 
telegraphic accounts are to be believed, 
an audience which hissed the first per¬ 
formance of his new play, "The Rustics." 
In St. Petersburg the other night was 
treated In truly withering fashion by the 
author. 

"The curtain was raised," says the ca¬ 
bled account, "and Gorky appeared alone, 
his head thrown back, a look of contempt 
on his countenance, bis flats clenched and 
his face livid, as If he wished to fling 
In ihe face of the people a deadly insult.” 

It sounds effective. For Instance, how 
much more Inspiring it would have been 
If Olga NeLhersole. instead of breaking 
down and holding her hands appealingly 
to the pit crowd which "booed” her re¬ 
cent first night, had adopted the simple 
expedient of twiddling her finger* applied 
to the eml of her nose! David Belasco fl*d 
precipitately before the London booers 
of "Zaza," and even William Gillette 
ventured only to moke a sardonic re¬ 
mark or two when the Lyceum gallory- 
ites fell upon ‘Sherlock Holmes." so it 
will be Impossible to say what will be 
the effect when a Jeering crowd in this 
country beholds Its would-be victim with, 
stay, his shirt sleeves rolled up or his flsts 
clenched In the Gorky manner. Perhaps 
tih-e day would have been waved had Clyde 
Fltah appeared "with his head thrown 
bock. Ills face Kvkl and a look of con¬ 
tempt on his countenance," on that memo¬ 
rable first night of "The OoWboy and tho 
Lody." or had H. V. F>unond. Instead 
of slinking out of sight of those who had 
booed "When We Were Twenty-one," 
stixl up to them manfully and put out 
his tongue!

The dinner given to Edward Terry the 
other night in honor of the veteran actor’s 
flr*t visit to the United States, was a 
great success, and by far the moat In¬ 
teresting feature of It wus a letter from 
A. W. Pinero, in which the author of 
’Lefty" and ’The Second Mrs. Tanquo- 
ray" paid a high ’compliment to Terry, 
and, incidentally, a higher one to Amer¬ 
ican theatergoers. 

"I trust,” wrote Pinero, "that Mr. Terry 
will have a prosperous seturon in Amer¬ 
ica. He will at least find the keenest and 
most Intelligent audience in the world.” 

And of Terry himself tho playwright 
went on, "He is an actor who has en¬ 
abled me to depart from my rule not to 
witness performances of my own plays, 
for on those occasions when he has ap¬ 
peared In a piece of my writing I have 
felt sure that his skill. Inventiveness and 
genuine humor would enable me to forget 
the Imperfections >of my work, and in 
this I have never been disappointed." 

Terry, of course, made his greatest suc¬ 
cess In Pinero’s "Sweet Lavender," w'hich 
he has played over 4.000 times.

Bine* the production of "The Walls of 
Jericho,” which is so successful that the 
American rights already have been se¬ 
cured, there have been many attempts 
to make a stem moralist out of Us au¬ 
thor—Alfred Sutro. But while* the role 
of social censor has been undertaken with 
considerable profit by several folk of late, 
8utro declines It and prefers to bo recog¬ 
nized as a dramatist whose motto ts "suc¬ 
cess.” He put It rather neatly In nn In¬ 
terview, the other day, when he said: 
"My business Is merely to writ© plays 
that shall interest people. But I don’t 
mind admitting that 1 naturally sympa¬ 
thise with the side of the nngels, while 
I don’t admit for a moment that the 
stage is a pulpit." 

"But weren’t you annoyed,” was the 
Ingratiating query, "at the word 'con¬ 
ventional' as applied by some of the crit¬ 
ics to The Walls of Jericho?’ " 

"By no moans," answered Sutro. "One 
or two critics, remembering my associa¬ 
tion with Maeterlinck, deplored that I 
wound up my play in the good, old-fash¬ 
ioned way, and that my general treat¬ 
ment was not more original. Weil, let 
my answer be this book." and he pro¬ 
duced a noat little volume from a shelf— 
"a play of mine, published five yeArs ngo, 
called ‘The Cave of Illusion.’ It received 
high praise from the press; it was Judged 
to be original in treatment and powerful 
in its ending, which, of course. w*as un¬ 
happy. Two hundred copies of the book 
were sold in all; not a manager has ever 
usked me for it. and to-day Is is so en¬ 
tirely forgotten that ‘Th* Walls of Jer¬ 
icho’ was i©furred to by nearly all us my

Judge Thomas R. Gordon yesterday ht 
Joint session took judicial notice of the 
fact that small boys are natural.y mis¬ 
chievous and should be reckoned with 
amxirdingly. In his ruling upon the eaue 
of T. J. Sullivan, who has sued the 
Louisville Bridge Company for $1,000 
damage*. The plain-tiff, who is repre¬ 
sented by O'Connor & OVonnor, was 
on May 22 last employed a* a switch¬ 
man of the defendant road. While rid¬ 
ing on the front of the switch engine 
near the Intersection of Fourteenth and 
Maple streets the wheels of the pilot 
passed «»ver a railroad torpedo lying 
on the track, causing it to explode. A 
flying fragment struck Sullivan in the 
leg. Injuring him painfully. The pla n- 
tiff alleges 1 n his petition that small 
boys had gotten hold of the torpedo, 
w'h’Jch was the property of the defend¬ 
ant, and placed it on the track. Defend¬ 
ant demurred on the ground that it had 
no control of the mischievous small 
boy* In that neighborhood. Judge Gor¬ 
don. however, overruled the demurrer, 
holding that If the petition was true 
the defendant had no right to let Its 
torpedoes lie around where small boys 
could got hold of them, because it i» 
8 logical presumption in such an event 
they would get Into mischief with 
them. 

Guardian Cannot Anticipate Income. 

Judge Shackelford Miller decided yes¬ 
terday at Joint session that a guardian 
ha* no right to anticipate the income 
of a ward where thut Income arises 
from reality, even though fund* are 
urgently needed to p»y for the ward’s 
education. In thl* event, according to 
the court, it is the guardian s duty to 
file suit and ask permission to sell the 
portion of the estate necessary to meet 
the Immediate expenses. The point came 
up In the case of Fred Riidtloff. by 
his next friend, against the Fidelity 
Trust Company, hi* guardian. In the 
County, Court the Fidelity had sued 
to settle its accounts both as guardiait 
and a* administrator of Frederick M 
Rudtloff. father of the boy. It asked 
for a credit of $443.42 against the rents 
of young Rudtloff’s real estate on ac¬ 
count of money advanced to pay for 
his tuMion at the Kentucky Military 
Institute. It whs pointed out by the 
other side that the boy could have been 
sent to the public school Just as well 
and this expense avoided. The guardian 
answered, however, that this was the 
only course open on account of lack 
of harmony among members of the 
family, and because It was best to place 
the boy under strict discipline and goctl 
Influence*. Judge Gregory had deelcej 
In favor of allowing the guardian the 
claim but Judge Miller reverses UUs 
on the appeal. Had the property been 
personalty, according to Judge Miller 
the untied pat Ion or disposal would have 
been allowable to the guardian. 

Wharf Property Hold Taxable. 

The wharf property* extending from 
Twelfth street east to the city limits 
uml owned and operated by the city, 
was adjudged subject to State taxa¬ 
tion und^r a decision rendered by Judge 
Samuel B. Kirby yesterday at Joint »*•**- 
sion. The suit had been brought on 
behalf of the Commonwealth by Wool- 
folk & Klein, attorneys, some t.rqe ago 
and involved back taxes to the extent 
of several thousand dollars on a total 
valuation of $U0.S90 for each year. The 
city claimed that the wharf was used 
exclusively for municipal purposes and 
was therefore exempt. Judge Kirby, 
however, found that the Court of Ap¬ 
peals had handed down several decis¬ 
ions in point with thi* case, all of w hich 
were explicitly against the city’s con- 
ten Won*. He therefore decided that the 
city should pay the claim, which cover# 
the vears of 1S95 to lWfi* Inclusive. 

A. J. Blzot. State Revenue Agent, re¬ 
cently Hied a suit for back taxes on 
the wharf property, covering the year# 
1900 to 11*04. inclusive, lie received es¬ 
pecial authorization from the State Au¬ 
ditor to bring the action. 

Verdict Is Set Aside. 

A verdict for $1,100 rendered In favor 
of Henry M-unschhof against W. H. 
Newman and the Monon Railroad Com¬ 
pany was #et aside by Judge FMd yes¬ 
terday ai Joint session us excessive. 
The plaintiff had a saloon at 1P>0 West 
Main street, which he was not opera¬ 
ting, having moved Into a place aero#* 
the street. The property had been pur¬ 
chased b> the railroad company as part 
of R* site for ci new freight depot since 
erected and Munschhof held a lease up¬ 
on it. The defendant wished to secure 
possession so that It might begin con¬ 
struction of the depot. Munschhof 
charged that employes of the rail road 
entered his place at 1400 West Main, 
removed his fixture? to a warehouse 
and tore down the building. Munschhof 
brought suit for $3,728.60, claiming los* 
of hi# lease and prop erty.

Judge Pryor Holds That Evidence Is 
Too Conflicting to Punish the 
Defendant. 



After hearing proof and argument on 
the prosecution of Patrolman Andy 
Miller for contempt of court, Judge 
Pryor yesterday dismissed the rule 
against the defendant. The patrolman 
was charged with having attempted to 
Intimidate Will R«>s#'. colored, a wit- 
ne«» for the defer.ee In the pending 
libel cases again#! R. W. Knott und 
the Evening Post Company. 

The intimidation w f as alleged to have 
taken place when the case was called 
for trial last Wednesday and continued. 
Ross ewore in hi# affidavit and testl- I 
fled on the sued yesterday that Miller 
approached him anti asrked what he was I 
doing there. When he replied the offi- I 
cer 1# claimed to have asked him what 
he knew about the case. Ross says he 
anewered that be w'ould tell when he 
got on the witness stand. Then, ac¬ 
cording to Roks, the patrolman cursed 
him and threatened him with his cluli. 
Clark Middleton, a sd4esroan In the em¬ 
ploy of J Bacon & Son*, said he was 
with Ross at the time and practically 
substantiated hi* slory. 

When Patrolman Miller was placed 
on 'the satand he denied that he ever saw' f 
the negro or had anything to do with 
him H*‘ raid further that he did not 
even see or hear of anything of the 
kind. On cfoap-exami.natlon he admit¬ 
ted that he had had a drink or so, but 
was not at all Intoxicated When asked 
w here he got his drinks he said he did 
not have auy right to remember. He 
said further that he drank In uniform 
whenever he pleased, but always be¬ 
haved himself. 

John T Cave, of f>42 West Market 
street. Patrolman F. T. Ferguson, Col?- 
ltlan Petty and Ben Fow nil testified 
that they were In the court room at the 
thne the libel cases were being consid¬ 
ered. and that while they were with 
Miller none of them saw anything of 
th* alleged trouble AM w*ent into de¬ 
tail* a# to where they w'ere standing 
and how* long they were In the company 
of the defendant. Aaron Kohn argued 
the case for the defense and A. P, 
Humphrey for the prcie?euilon. 

In summing up the case Judge Pryor 
said: “While l have no doubt that come 
such affair of this kind may have hap¬ 
pened. 1 don't fe*d that the evidence 
Justifies the punishment of Miller, I 
will eliminate the testimony of the de¬ 
fendant and of Mr. Cave arid Patrol¬ 
man Ferguson upon The possibility that 
the last two named may have been 
mistaken as to the time and place of 
the occurrence. Thi* leave* the testi¬ 
mony of Mr. Petty and Mr. Fow In di¬ 
rect contradiction to that of Ross and 
Mr Middleton. There 1# equal credi¬ 
bility on either aide. In which ca#e 1 
cannot punish the accused."

MBs# Bart, having ml?sed 
a train en route from Newport to a 
fashionable hou?* on the Hudson, Is 
stranded pro tern, and appeals to the 
young lawyer to “sit out the trjfin” 
with her. “Why not sit out a train us 
well as a dance?” she demands. He In¬ 
vites her to go to Sherry’s for a cup of 
tea. She demurs. They stroll out with 
no definite aim, and. chancing upon the 
locality, near his rooms In an apart¬ 
ment hotel, tie Invites her to tea there. 
In a sqvlrlt of defigblt in unconventlon- 
ality. she accepts; he serves her to 
Caravan tea In his library; they chat 
a little and she leaves for the train, 
the entire Incident being as innocent 
It is trifling, but, like many a trifling 
Incident, it proves to be a seed which 
germinate# and produces it# results 
result# that foreshadow a tragedy.

She !** a most highly 
cultivated woman. w4th several lan¬ 
guage* and literature® at her absolute 
command, and her birth and breeding 
give her the widest range raf social ob¬ 
servation.

Scientific Research. 


Prof. J. H. Hystop is meeting great 
encouragement in his Interesting under¬ 
taking of the establishment in New 
York of the “American Institute for 
Scientific Research,” of which he tiui# 
outlines the plan: 

It Is not to be associated with any, form 
of teaching or pri*oajfaridi»m. whether 
philosophical, -cienllfio or r*-ligioi:s, hut 
Is modeled after tho Carnegie Institution 
t-xvept that it will be permanently limp• 1 
to a definite fit-id of work, comprising two 
more or l**i»s distinct classes of* phenom- 
«-nti MvxMed ns It is after the it -qltuhon 
mentioned, the institute will not eiigaga 
directly In investigations, but w,:r. super¬ 
vise endowment* and subsidies for such 
men and bodies* raf men ns are qualified 1 
to conduct philanthropy’ and Investigation 
In the fields which the work is to oc¬ 
cupy But a* the two departments of work 
ate‘somewhat different, onlv one of thorn 
offering opportunities for tdiilanibrrapy. st 
w II be necvwwry to oonHldur them apart. 
Tin* two fields comprehend abnormal and 
alleged iqiperm>rmnl pnyohology. or 
psychic research. Th# former may be 
mlled psychopathology I shall explain 
both and their relation to tho Institute. 

The firm to 1 h- noticed Is that of psych to 
rv“»'«r<-h tho4tgh It does not »omo nrst 
In tho rdhclol objects of the tnatituuv Tho 
institute will not engage officially in «ny 
Investigation* connected with this field,

devoted to It, nnd will see that th* prop¬ 
erly qualified persona or bodies of p*r.«on# 
-dwill t>e aided In any legitimate wav to 
d** their work The society already occu¬ 
pied with the subject will not be preju¬ 
dicially affeeTeil by tlie plans of the tn- 
nittuti but. on thr contrary, may be m 
: position to be benefited by them. It 
would certainly rec^lv • respectful consul. 
f rat on whenever legitimate co-oporation 
might be effected.

The milder weather causing the matt¬ 
ing of the lva In the Ohio river and 
giving prospect of a coal boat rise has. 
in the last few days, tended to relieve 
any anxiety lest there should be what i» 
Lenn-ed a ooal famine at points below 
Pittsburg, with a corresponding In¬ 
crease of prices. The situation which 
has b«jn threatening serves to empha^ 
slze tha dependence to which consumers 
of coal are subjected by reliance upon a 
stream which from the earliest period 
of history has been rendered unnavign- 
ble by low water In summer and Ice in 
winter. 

The principal part of the coal con¬ 
sumed along tho Ohio and Mississippi 
rives* comes from the mines In Penn¬ 
sylvania and West'Virginia, along the 
Mcnoiigahela and Kanawha rivers. The 
Interior mines In other States, and espe¬ 
cially In Kentucky, not having the ad¬ 
vantage of river transportation, are un¬ 
able ro compete for the general sup¬ 
ply by a&ilnoftd transportation with the 
nominal cost of moving coal to market 
on the Clhio when Its stage admits It. 
This bus retarded the development of 
such mines with us, except for the 
markets In the interior South, depend¬ 
ent alone upon railroad transportation 
os from the South pastern and West¬ 
ern Kentucky cool flekls, the output of 
which finds Its principal markets lrr 
that territory'. 

The proximity of LouiFville to these 
mines and the facility for procuring 
coal by the several trunk roads which 
connect us with them give Louisville 
an exceptional advantage over any 
other city ulong the Ohio In its exemp¬ 
tion from the danger of coal famines 
and the consequent Increase In 
the price of fuel. Kentucky has 
a coal area as large, if not larger, 
than any other State in the Union, 
while in its variety and excel¬ 
lence It is unequaled. The total coal 
ar*aa Is approximately 16,000 square 
miles. It Is the only State which em¬ 
braces two separate coal fields, having 
about 11,500 square miles In the eastern 
or Appalachian and 4,500 In the central 
or western field. The former Includes 
valuable deposi't* of cannel and block, 
as well as bituminous coal. Louisville 
is about equidistant from each of thee© 
fields by several lines of railroad, 
whence she is insured a full supply. In¬ 
dependent of the Ohio river. As 
to price experience shows that 
there la less fluctuation from ex¬ 
traneous causes than in any ocher city 
not located at the mouth of tho coal 
pit* In 'the anthracite strike of Rki2 
when nearly every city suffered in 
point of supply and price. Louisville 
was not affected, the cost per ton con¬ 
tinuing nominal at from $3 to $3.50 per 
ton delivered. This is for lump coal of 
best quality for domestic use For 
manufacturing purposes slack coal can 
be delivered at tho furnace doors, where 
the plants have proper switching facili¬ 
ties. at from SO cent* to $1 per ton. 

Under these condition* there is no 
fear now., nor need there be. whether 
the river rises or not, tha<t Louisville 
will ever be endangered by a coal fam¬ 
ine. A very alight advance would Jus¬ 
tify the railroads In transporting coal 
from the mines In unlimited quantities 
not now deemed necessary from the 
river supply now’ on hand. The appre¬ 
hension. therefore, that Louisville can 
now or ever ba"e her manufacturing 
or domestic supply of coal seriously 
affected by any condition of the river 
many be distri-sed as altogether with¬ 
out reason or probability. 


cowry was not mode by a Judge of tb:- 
.Supreme Court of Indiana, nor yet by a 
Judge of any Inferior court. The great 
discovery wa* made by men who lost 
money by observing the law, and who 
found it Impossible to believe that any 
law bj* which they lost money could be 
valid. It te all very well to talk of the 
evils of divorce, and It Is quite proper 
to ascribe them to Imprudent mar- 
rtagep, but this must not stand In the 
way of clerk* and magistrate*, and 
even clergymen, who get much "gayne- 
ful pilledge” by marrying Infants from 
other counties and States contrary to 
the form of the Statute in enich cases 
made and provided. These beneficiaries 
of the system which lays the founda¬ 
tion for Innumerable divorces cannot 
understand that a. law which reduces 
the srum of their fees can be constitu¬ 
tional. Godliness is all right, but who¬ 
ever says that gain is noj godliness 
must reckon with the Constitution of 
Indiana a* Interpreted by the apostles 
of graed. 

It is not denied that marriage* arc 
valid even In cases where licenses are 
Irregularly tesued. Such marriages are 
upheld upon motives of public policy. 
But the men who violate the law by 
issuing the licensees or by performing 
the ceremonies are not thereby freed 
from liability for the offenses they com¬ 
mit. Nor are those free from criminal 
liability who falsely swear that the par¬ 
ties to the marriage are of lawful age 
or have resided for a certain time In 
the county, but they get a certain 
measure of protection from the cir¬ 
cumstance that those who pay them to 
swear falsely ar© guilty of subornation 
of perjury. Accordingly, those who are 
inclined to prosecute them bo on ascer¬ 
tain that the prosecution may go fur¬ 
ther tihaii they de*lre. But if the law 
Is unconstitutional, such affidavits are 
not necessary. If Indiana can put 
no limitation, dictated by public poli¬ 
cy. upon marriage, there seems to be a 
demand for a new Constitution. 

We ore now told, however, by 
eminent legal authority, that the laws 
of Indiana are utrlrtly in accordance 
with the Constitution, and there seems 
to be no evidence to the contrary ex¬ 
cept the opinions promulgated by those 
who derive profits from a violation of 
the law. The Judges of Indiana an? 
protesting against rifle prevalence of di¬ 
vorce, yet somehow the officials’in their 
district* are systematically promoting 
divorce contrary to the plain letter of 
the law. It Is certainly an anomaly 
that the border counties of the State in 
particular, and all the others In a less 
degree, are maintaining a nuisance by 
wholesale marriages of person* who 
cannot be legally married at home. 
This puts money Into the pockets of a 
few people, many of whom are disrep¬ 
utable. but it Is not compatible with 
the honor of the State. It give* It a 
bad name abroad, and for this the fees 
earned by a few »eem a very Inade¬ 
quate compensation. It Is within the 
power of the courts of Indiana to stop 
this scandal, ami until they do so their 
homilies a* to the evils of divorce will 
get but little attention. 

The Japanese have been, experiment¬ 
ing with military buffoons In Manchu¬ 
ria, but as yet have not found them of 
much practical service.

Jtu-Jftsu. 

The Japanese ?iave a system of phys¬ 
ical culture to which they give the 
ittme of Jiu-jitsu. L* results are said to 
be moat remarkable, and to It Is ns- 
orlb*?d much of tho extraordinary abili¬ 
ty which tho Japanese have shown to 
endure fatigue sr.d to accomplish so 
much In war. Mr. McAdoo, the Police 
Commissioner of New York City, has 
been considering the propriety of intro¬ 
ducing Jiu-Jitsu in his department. The 
other day a contest took place between 
"Ajax" Whitman, the strong man of the 
foriv, and Higashi, a Jap. five feet three 
Inches tall and weighing 120 pounds. 
The weight and height of Whitman are 
not given In the report, but he appears 
tn have Iv'en selected ns the best man 
available to wrestle with the little Jap.

There have been frequent references 
t<% the lax marriage laws of Indians, and

other States went to Indiana to get 
married under the Impression that the 
laws there were peculiarly favorable 
for frowwrd children who wished to 
perpetrate matrimony contrary to the 
wishes erf their parents, then return to 
their homes, get forgiven and throw 
themselves or* the old folks for support 
until Ihe kindly divorce court freed 
them from the effect bf youthful Indis¬ 
cretion. 

Inquiry, however, showed that the 
laws of Indiana did not Justify any 
such conclusion*. To be sure the female 
Infant who ha* attained the age of 
eighteen years is entitled to get mar¬ 
ried without rhe eoireen-t of parents or 
guordian, but this was rendered null 
for non re «ri dents by the requirement of 
thirty days* residence In the eaunty. All 
this wa« brought to light some time 
ago, and It was given out that Jeffer¬ 
sonville would cease to bo a Gretna 
Green, as the law would thereafter be 
enforced. For a time that wa* an Im¬ 
mense improvement, but the revenuo 
of the person* who had been engaged 
in violating or evading the taw fell off 
to such a degree that they grew sick 
of "the lilies and languors of virtue,’* 
and longed for the flesh-pots of Egypt. 
Something had to be done, and It W’as 
done quickly by discovering that the 
law that put any restriction upon the 
marriage of children under false pre¬ 
tenses wu© uncon*;ltutJon-iil. This dle-

SIMPLE DUTY. 

HEN we talk to children on a 
subject that annoys them, 
they caff our attention to 
some pigeon on the roof, giv¬ 
ing food to Its little one, or setn? coach¬ 
man down in the street who Is abusing 
his horse. Sometimes they even maffc- 
iou*«Cy propose one of those alarming 
questions that put the minds of parents 
onythe rack; all this to divert attention 
fnhm the distressing topic. I fear that 
In the face of duty we are big children, 
and. when tlinit is the theme, seek 
subterfuges to distract us. 

The flrat sophism consists In asking 
ourselves If there is such a thing as 
duty Jn the abstract, or Jf this word 
does not cover one of the numerous 
Illusions of our forefathers. For duty. 
In truth, supposes liberty, end the ques¬ 
tion of liberty lead* us Into metaphys¬ 
ics. How’ can w*e to Ik of liberty so 
long aA this grave problem of free-will 
fs not solved? Theoretlca.’fly there Is 
no objection to this; nnd If life were a 
theory, and we were here to work cut a 
complete system of the universe. It 
would be absurd to concern ourselves 
with dut)’ until we had clarified the 
subject of liberty, determined -its con¬ 
ditions. fixed It* limits. 

Hut llfo Is not a theory. Tn this ques¬ 
tion of practical morality, ns in the 
other*, life has preceded hypoth^si?, 
and there is no rbrrni to believe that *he 
ever ylclda lb place. This liberty— 
relative, I admit, like everything we 
arp acquainted with, for that mutter— 
•this duty whose existence we qut«tior., 
is none, the les 3 the basl$ of all tlu* 
Judgments we pass upon ourselves and 
our rdlow-men. We hold each other 
to a certain extent responsible for our 
deed* and exploits. 

The moot ardent theorist, once ouMde 
of hi* theory, scruple* not a whl: to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove the acta of others, 
to take measures against his en»>ml«*. 
to appeal! to the generosity and Juaiue 
of those he would dissuade from an un¬ 
worthy step. One can no more rid 
himself of the notion of moral obli¬ 
gation than of that of time or space; 
nnd is surely as w« must resign our¬ 
selves to walking before we know how 
to define this space through which we 
-move and this time that measures our 
movements, *o surely must we submit 
to tm>ru.l obligation before having put 
our finger on it* deei^-hldden roots. 
Moral law dominates man, whether he 
respects or defies it. See how it Is In 
every-day Jife: each one is ready to cast 
hi* stone at him who neglects a plain 
duty, even If he allege that he ha* not 
yet arrived at philosophic certitude. 
Everybody will say to him. and with 
excellent reneon: "Sir. we are men 
before everything. First play your 
part, do your duty us a citizen, father, 
son; after that you shall return to the 
course of your meditations." 

However, let us be well understood. 
We should not wish to turn anyone 
away from scrupulous research into 
the foundations of morality. No thought 
which lends men to concern themselves 
orice more with the«- grave que*tlona 
could bo useless or Indifferent. We sim¬ 
ply challenge the thinker to find a way 
to wait until he has unearthed these 
foundations, before he does an act of 
humanity, honesty or dishonesty, of 
valor or cowardice. And most of nil do 
we wish to formulate a reply for ail 
the insincere who have never tried to 
philosophize, and for ourselves when 
we would offer our state of philo-opMc 
doubt In Justification of our practical 
omissions From the simple f-ict that 
we are men. before all theorizing, posi¬ 
tive, or nnigr tlve, about duty, we have 
the peremptory law to conduct our¬ 
selves like men. There Is no getting out 
of It. 

Hut he little know* the resource* of 
th> human heart, who counts on the 
effect of such a reply. It matters not 
that It is Itself unanswerable; it cannot 
keep other questions from arising. The 
sum of our pretexts for evading duty 
is equal to the sum of the sand* of the 
sea or the stars of heaven. 

We take refuge, then, behind duty 
that Is obscure, difficult, contradictory. 
And the*e are certainly words to caff 
up painful memories. To be a man of 
duty and tn question one's route, grope 
In the dark, feel one's self torn between 
the contrary solicitations cf conflicting 
calls, or again, to face a duty gigantic, 
overwhelming, beyond our strength— 
what is harder! And such thing* h.ip- 
pen. We would neither deny nor con¬ 
test the tragedy In certain situation* 
or the anguish of certain live*. And 
ytd, duty rarely has to make Itself 
•pfaln across such conflicting circum¬ 
stance*. or to be struck out from the 
tortured mind like lightning from a 
storm-cloud. Such formidable sh<X’ks 
are exceptional WH1 for us if we 
stand staunch when they come! But 
if no one is rt®tont*h»»d that oak* are 
uprooted by tho whirlwind, that a wny- 
f:*rer stumbles at right on an unknown 
road, or that a soldier caught between 
two fires is vanquished, no more should 
he condemn without appeal those who 
have been worsted In nlmoHt superhu¬ 
man moral conflicts. To succumb un¬ 
der the force of numbers or obstacles 
ho* nc*v«»r been counted a disgrace. 

So my wraiponw arc at the service 
of the'*© who intrench ihemaetve* be¬ 
hind the Impregnable rampart of duty 
Hi-defined, complicated or contrarllfito- 
ry. But It is not thnt which occupies 
me to-day; It Is of plain. I had almost 
said easy duty, that I wish to speak.

W E have yearly three or four high 
feast days, and many ordinary 
ones: there ur> like wise some v*»rv gre* t 
and dark com pat* to wage, hut beside 
thc*o Is the multitude <.f plain nnd sim¬ 
ple dutl**. New, while in the great 
encounters our equipment Is generally 
adequate, it la precisely !n the litt e 
emergencies that we ar? found wanting. 
Without fear of being misled by a para¬ 
doxical form of thought, I affirm, then, 
that the essential thing 1* to fulfil! our 
simple duties and exercise elem-ntHry 
justice. In general, those who lose 
their soul* do so not because they fall 
to rise to difficult dut$% hut because 
they neglect to perform that which Is 
simroie. I^et us Illustrate this truth. 

K - who tries to penetrate Into the 
humble underworld of society Is not 
«low to discover great misery.* physical 
and moral. And the closer he looks, the 
greater number of unfortunates does he 
discover, tiff in the end this assembly 
of the wretched appears to him like ii 
greal black world, In whose presence 
the individual nnd hi* m< ans of relief 
are reduced to helplessness, it is true 
that he feeds Impelled to run to the 
succor of then© unfortunates, but at 
the s;iime time he asks him* If. "What 
1* the u*o?" The care Is certainly 
heartrending’, gome, in despair, end by 
doing nothing. They lack neither pity 
nor good Intension, but the?e bear no 
fruit. They are wrong. Often a man 
has not the means to do good on a large 
scnJe. but that is not a reason for fail¬ 
ing to do It at alL So many people ab¬ 
solve them** Ives from any action, on 
the ground that there Is too much to 
do! They should be recalled to simple 
duty, and Jhia duty In the case of which 
we speak In that each one. according to 
his resources, leisure and capacity, 
should create relations for hirnaelf 
among the world’s disinherited. There 
are peirple who by the exercise of a 
little gpod-wfl-l have succeeded In en¬ 
rolling themselves among the followers 
of ministers, and have Ingratiated them¬ 
selves with prices. Why should you 
not succeed in forming relation* with 
the poor, and in making acquaintance* 
among the worker* who kick somewhat 
the necessities of life? When a few 
families ar«* known, with their histories, 
their antecedent* and their difficulties, 


you may be of the greatest use to them 
by acting the part of a brother, with 
the moral and material aid that Is yours 
to give. It is true, you will have at¬ 
tacked only one lrttle corner, hut you 
will have done whnt you could, nnd 
perhaps have led another^ on to follow 
you. Instead of stopping at the knowl¬ 
edge thnt much wretchedness, hatred, 
disunion and vice exist in society, you 
will have Introduced a little good among 
these evil*. And by however slow de¬ 
grees such kindness ns yours Is emula¬ 
ted, the good will sensibly Increase and 
the evil diminish. Even were you to re¬ 
main alone in this undertaking, you 
would have the assurance that In ful¬ 
filling the duty, plain as a child’s, which 
offered Use If. you were doing the only 
reasonable thing. If you have felt it so, 
you have found out one of the secret* 
of right living. 

In its dranm*. man’s ambition em¬ 
braces vast limits, but it 1* rarely given 
us to achieve great things, and even 
then, a quick and rure sue cess always 
rest* on a groundwork of patient prep¬ 
aration. Fidelity In small things Is at 
the base of every great achievement. 
We too often forget title, ami yet no 
truth needs more to be kept In mind, 
particularly in the troubbnl era* of 
history and In the cri*e* of Individual 
life. In shipwreck a splintered beam, 
an our. any scrap of wreckage, saves 
u^». On Idle tumbling waves of life, 
when everything aeem* shattered to 
fragments, let us not forget that a 
single one of these poor bits may be¬ 
come our plank of safety. To despise 
the'remnants Is demoralization. 

You are a ruined man. or you are 
stricken by a great bereavement, or 
ftgaln. you see the fruit of tollaome 
yeaa** perlrh before your eyes. You 
cannot rebuild your fortune, raise the 
d"ad, recover your lost toff, and In the 
face of the Inevitable, youy arms drop. 
Then y»>u n«glect to care for your per¬ 
son. to keep your house, to guide your 
children. All rhU i© pardonable, and 
bow <»asy to understand! But it la ex- 
ci ^dtngly dangerous. To fold one’s 
hands ajid let thing* take their cours*\ 
l* to transform one evil into worse. You 
who think that you have nothing left 
to lose, will by that very thought lo$e 
what you have. Gather up the frag¬ 
ments that remain to you, and keep 
them with scrupulous care. Jn good 
time thl* little that, la yours wtli he 
your consolation. The effort made niff 
come to your relief, a* the effort missed 
will turn against you. If nothing but 
a branch Is left fur you to ding to, 
cling to that branch; and If you stand 
alon»> In defense of a lorlng cause, do 
nut throw down your arm* to Join the 
rout. After the detuge'a few survivors 
repeopled the earth. The future some¬ 
time* rests In a single life as truly aa 
life sometimes hangs by a thread. Fur 
strength, go to history and Nature. 
From the long travail of both you will 
learn that fat lure and fortune alffae 
may come from the slightest caur^, 
that it I* not wise to neglect detail, and, 
above all. that we must know how to 
wait and to begin again. 

In spooking of simple duty I cannot 
help thinking of military life, and the 
example It offers to combatant* In 
this great struggle He would little 
understand his s.ddler’s duty who, the 
.army once beaten, should cease to 
brush his garments, polish his rifle, and 
observe discipline. "But what would 
be the use?" perhai* you nsk. Are 
there not various fashion* of being 
vanquished? Is it an indifferent matier 
to add to defeat, discourugement, dis¬ 
order. and demoralisation? No. It 
should never be forgotten that the lea*t 
display of energy In these terrible mo¬ 
ments is a rign of life ajul hope. At 
once everybody feels that all Is not lost. 

During the disastrous retreat of 1813- 
1814(. in the heart of the winter, when 
It had become almost Impossible to 
present any sort of appearance, a Gen¬ 
eral, I know not who, one morning pre¬ 
sented himself to Napoleon, In ful! 
dress and freshly shaven. Seeing him 
thus. In the midst of the general de¬ 
moralization. as elaborately attired a* 
If for parade, the Emperor *ald: My 
General, you are a brave man! 


A GAIN, the plain duty is the near 
duty. A very common weak¬ 
ness keeps many people from 
finding what Is near them In¬ 
teresting; they see that only on Its pal¬ 
try side. The distant, on the contrary, 
draws and fascinates them. In this 
way a fabulous amount of good-will is 
wasted. People burn with ardor for 
humanity, for the public good, for 
righting distant wrongs; they walk 
through life, their eyes fixed on mar¬ 
velous fdghls along the horizon, tread¬ 
ing meanwhile on the feet of passers- 
by, or Jostling them without being 
aware of their existence. 

Strange infirmity, that keep* us from 
seeing our fellows at our very door*! 
People widely read and far-traveled are 
often not acquainted with their fellow- 
citizens, great or small. Their lives 
depend upon the co-operation of a mul¬ 
titude of being* whose lot remains to 
them quite indifferent. Not those to 
whom they owe their knowledge and 
culture, not their rulers, nor tho*e who 
aerve them and supply their n?*ede, have 
i?vpr attracted their attention That 
there is ingratitude or Improvidence In 
not knowing one’s work, men, one's 
servant*, all those in short with whom 
one ha* indispensable social relations— 
this bus never come into their minds. 
Others go much farther. To certain 
wived, their husbands are strangers, 
arid conversely. There are parent* who 
do not know, their children; their de¬ 
velopment. their though!*, the danger* 
they run, the hope* they cherish. <u*o 
to them a closed book. Many children 
do not know their par*-nta, have no 
suspicion of their dlfficuitlee and strug¬ 
gle*, no conception of their aims. And 
I am not *i>eAklng of those piteously 
dLsordered homes where all the rela¬ 
tions are false, but of honorable fam¬ 
ine*. Only, all these people are greatly 
preoccupied; each ha* hi* outside In- 
ter<«t thot fin* all hi* time. The dis¬ 
tant duty—very attractive, 1 don’t deny 
—claims them entirely, and they are 
not conscious of tho duty near at hand. 
T fear they will have their trouble for 
their pfiir.a. Koch person's base of 
operations is the field of his immediate 
duty. Neglect thl* field, and all you 
undertake at a distance is compro¬ 
mised. First, then, be of your own 
country, your own city, your owm home f 
your own church, your own w\'»rk*hop; 
then, If you can, eet out from thl* to go 
beyond It. That la the plain and nat¬ 
ural order, and a man must fortify 
himself with very burl reasons to ar¬ 
rive at reversing it. At tiiff events, the 
results of so Grange a confusion of 
duties Is that many people employ their 
time In all sorts of affair* except those 
lr. which we have a right to demand It. 
Each Is occupied with something el*© 
than what concerns him, l* absent from 
his post, ignores his trade. This Is 
what complicates life. And it would be 
so simple for each one to be about his 
own matter.

A NOTHER form of simple duty. 

When . damage is done, who 
should repair it? He who did 
It. Thl* Is Just, but It 1* only 
theory, and the consequence of follow'- 
!ng the theory w’ould be the evil In 
force until the malefactors were found 
and had offset it. But suppose they 
are not found? or suppose they cannot 
or will not make amends? 

The rain fall* on your head through 
a hole In the roof, or the wind blow* 
in at a broken window. Will you wait 
to find the man who caused the mis¬ 
chief? You would certainly think that 
abaurd. And yet such l* often the prac¬ 
tice. Children indignantly protest, "I 
didn’t |hi t It there, and I tdmll not take 
It away!’* And most men reason after 
the same fashion. It is logic. But It Is 


not the kind of logic that makes the 
world move forward. 

On the contrary, w hat we must learn, 
and what life repeats to us daily. I* 
that the Injury done by one must be 
repaired by another. One tears down, 
another builds up; one defaces, another 
restores; one stir? up quarrels, another 
appeases them; one makes tears to 
flow, another wipes them away; one 
live* for evil-doing, another die* for 
the right. And In the working* of thl* 
grievous law lie* salvation. Thl* also 
is logic, but a logic of fact? which 
make* the logic of theories pale. The 
conclusion of the matter is not doubt¬ 
ful; & single-hearted raan draws It 
thus: Given the evil, the great thing 
Is to make It good, and to set about 
It on the spot; well Indeed If Messrs, 
the Malefactors will contribute to the 
reparation; but experience warn* us 
not to count too much on their aid. 


O UT however simple duty may be, 
" there 1* still need of strength to 
do It. In what do°* this strength con¬ 
sist. or where ie It found? One could 
scarcely tire of asking. Duty is for 
man an enemy and an intruder, so long 
as It appears a* an appeal from with¬ 
out. When it comes In through the 
door, he leaves by ihe window; when 
it blocks up the windows, he escape? 
by * the roof. The more plainly we eee 
It coming, the more surely we flee. It 
Is like thoese police, representatives of 
public order and official Justice, whom 
an adirolt thief succeed* In evading. 
Alas! the officer though he finally col¬ 
lar the thief, can ©nl 5 r conduct him to 
the station, not along the right road. 
Before man is able to accomplish his 
duty, he must fall into the hands of 
another power than that which any*: 
"Do thl*, do that; shun this, shun that, 
or else beware!" 

This Is an interior power; It is love. 
When a man hates his work, or goes 
about It with indifference, all .the forces 
of earth cannot make him follow’ It 
with enthusiasm. But he who love* hi* 
.*flce moves of hlms^’f; not only Is it 
needless to compel him, but IV would be 
lnrptNislble to turn him aside. And this 
1* true of everybody. The great thing 
is to have felt the sanctity and 1m- 
mornal beauty in our obscure destiny; 
to have been led by a series of expe¬ 
rience* to love this life for It* grief* 
and ftts hopes, to love men for their 
weak.aess and their greatness, and to 
belong to humanity through the heart, 
the Intelligence and the soul. Then an 
unknown jwwer take* posstasion of u*. 
a? the wind of the sails of a rhlp. and 
bears os tow’ard pity and Justice. And 
yielding to it* irresistible Impulse, we 
say: I cannot help It, something is here 
stronger than I. In so saying, the men 
of ail time* and places have designated 
n powder that la above humanity, but 
which may dwell in men'* hearts. And 
everything truly lofty within u* ap¬ 
pears to us as a manifestation of $his 
mystery beyond. Noble feelings, like 
great thoughts and deeds, are things of 
inspiration. When the tree bud* and 
bears fruit, It 1* because It draw* vital 
forces from the soil, and receive* light 
and warmth from the sun. If a man. 
In hi* humble sphere. In the midst of 
the Ignorance and faults that an? his 
Inevitably, consecrates himself sincere¬ 
ly to his tusk, it Is bocaure he Is in 
contact w’ith the eternal source of good¬ 
ness. This central force iraiirifeats It¬ 
self under a thousand form*. Some¬ 
times It la indomitable energy; some¬ 
times winning tenderness; sometime* 
’•.be militant spirit that grasp* and up- 
i outs the evil; sometimes maternal so¬ 
licitude. gathering to it* arms from the 
w uyslde where it was perishing, oome 
bruised and forgotten life; sometime? 
the humble patience of long research. 
All -that it touches b«sars It* seal, and 
the men It Inspires know that through 
It we live and have our being. To 
oerve It Is their pleasure and reward. 
They are satisfied to be its Instruments 
nnd they no longer look at the outward 
glory ■ their office, well knowing that 
nothing: 1* great, nothing pmall, but 
that our life and our deed* ar# only 
of wort h because of the spirit which 
breathe* Ihrough them.

SPINELESS CACTUS 

MAY HELP DESERTS, 


[San Francisco TV leg ram to the New! 

York Tribune.] 

Luther Burbank, who is called "the 
botanical wizard" because of his develop¬ 
ment of stoneles* plums nnd other sim¬ 
ilar fruits, has just produced, after ten 
years’ w*ork. a spineless <mctus which is 
half as nutritious as alfalfa, and wfiff 
yield more forage to the acre. By a series 
of crojifCngs recrossings of different 
varieties from different parts of the world 
Burbank is aiming to make tho plant 
hardier and produce more fruit and 
leaves. 

He has at hi* Santa Rosa experimental 
grounds specimens of cactus which h© has 
roblted of tlvoms. having brought th© 
horny leaves to such a state of perfection 
that a man can rub th© leaf over his 
face. The surface is found to be as soft 
as silk. 

The creation of a spineless cactus is ot 
great Importance. The plant will grow 
luxuriantly on the drye*t desert. In this 
and other countries its loaves and fruit 
arc food for nrsin a.nd b«u*t, und It may 
mean to some districts more than th© 
Introduction of th© potato meant to 
Europe.

I N NO other period has the girl who 
goes to business been so much in 
evidence as In the first decade of 
the Twentieth century. Many girls 
who do not need to earn money are 
restless and discontented If not per¬ 
mitted to enter the lists with their 
brothers, and. It must be admitted, that 
they do not suffer In comparison with 
men, either In business ability or In t* 1 ® 
self-denial requisite that they may suc¬ 
ceed In -what they undertake. 

The other day a young woman went 
to Europe to study certain textiles and 
Investigate a certain market. She had 
been the teacher of a little district 
school in an out-of-the-way corner In 
the country*, and she did not enjoy 
teaching. She gave It up and took a 
place’ in the counting-room of a rela¬ 
tive, developing so much knack for 
management that before long she was 
advanced to the care of a definite de¬ 
partment. Last year she made a good¬ 
ly sum of money, magnificently In ex¬ 
cess of the pittance she had earned 
in the schoolroom. 

Another girl who. during the illness 
of her father, a broker, had assisted 
him as his confidential clerk, boldly 
took the business on herself, as her 
brother, had there been one, might have 
done, and after her father's death sup¬ 
ported the family'. 

Yet another, -who has a brilliant rec¬ 
ord a s an alumnus of a New England 
college. Is carrying on a dairy and 
creamery, and her chum is bookkeeper 
In a large Importing house. 

These are girts who have had excep¬ 
tional business openings, and who have 
added to eager ambition an extraordi¬ 
nary capacity for settling down to bus- 
ness tasks. 

Thousands of girls, like thousands of 
men, never expect to get much beyond 
a moderate salary. The rank and file 
shore the common Jot, which is a k>t 
of hard mid faithful toll, with com¬ 
paratively small returns. 

• • • 

What does the girl who goes to bus¬ 
iness every day need lri the way of 
capital? First of all, she needs a con¬ 
science. She Is selling her 'time to a 
buyer, who pays for It So she cannot 
afford to do without the sort of con¬ 
science that forbids her to shirk, to 
dawdle O'- to be Jate. If she has not 
this conscience she cheapens herself. 

A customer stands before a counter. 
She wishes to buy laoe, or gloves, or 
leather goods, or toilet articles. But. 
though she do her best, she cannot se¬ 
cure the attention of the gossiping 
And giggling girls whose business it is 
to w ait on her. They are occupied with 
talk of their own and they' yawn in her 
face. She goes to another shop, dis¬ 
gusted, and the firm that day loses a 
sale because its employes have no con¬ 
science. Ultimately, such employes lose 
their Job, or, if not, they never get an 
advance, or are worth more than the 
smallest rate of payment. 

Next to conscience, a young girl who 
goes to business must have firm health. 
Shv has to be out In every variety of 
weather, and she has to concentrate 
her whole energy for a long time of 
every' day on some occupation. It may 
k? JJ^ eiu >grmpby and typewriting. or 
bookkeeping, or making dresses, or 
Jamming hats, or sitting at a loom, or 
binding shoes. Whatever It Is, be sure 
a girl must be well or she cannot stand 
the strain on her nerves and back and 
head. 


One hundred and seventy-five thou¬ 
sand five hundred and sixty-four dol¬ 
lars and twenty-five cents a day for 
charity. That is the record of the year 
just drawing to a close. 

Even this vast sum—given to educa¬ 
tional Institutions of all kinds as well

Interest In the work for the work’s 
sake. If one is indifferent to a task, 
if she care* only to get It done any 
bow, she will not finish her work with 
nicety, nor set upon It any stamp of 
distinction. Besides, those days are 
hopelessly dreary' In which the hand 
tolls and the tfraln loathes what the 
hand does. Interest is the salt that 
flavors dally life. 

And our girl must be self-centered, 
so much so that she shall not be open 
to receiving foolish or impertinent at 
tentiona from men who do not hofd 
working women in reverence. 

A great many exaggerations and not 
a few downright falsehoods are told 
about the dangers run by young women 
in business offices and the risks our 
daughters run when they Join -the vast 
army of the tvage earning. The girl 
who undertakes office work of any kind 
in a spirit of absorption in the work, 
who Is Impersonal, who does not fancy 
that the small courtesies paid every 
good woman by every good man means 
flattering attentions, will run no risk 
of honest and honorable work, not only 
unscathed and unsullied, but without 
the faintest breath of evil coming near 
her, If she does her w'ork as a man 
does, sinking her sex. and thinking of 
nothing but her plain duty. A great 
host of young and successful newspa¬ 
per women prove this by the pluck, 
courage, persistence and self-respect 
with which they undertake an assign¬ 
ment and carry* out an order, whatever 
It be. For the business woman who is 
competent and impersonal midnight in 
any of our great cities Is as safe as 
noonday. 

• • • 

The girl who goes daily to business 
needs to adopt a comfortable business 
dre*«. It should be tidy and trim, of 
quiet color and serene style. Of course, 
a trailing gown and excess of ornament 
are not to be admitted in the costume 
of <t business woman. But she would 
better not be mannish. A girl need not 
sacrifice an ioia of her womanly right 
to be dressed beinmlnglr because she 
dresses very simply. Formerly' the 
young girls who act as saleswomen In 
the large shops w'ore whatever drees 
they chcwe, often adopting garish colors 
and Imitation Jewelry- Now the uni¬ 
versal rule Is a black dress, with white 
collars and cuffs. during business hours, 
to the great Improvement of the situ¬ 
ation and of the looks of the girls 
themselves. Youth Is always comely'. 
Our business girls do not require much 
by the way of ornament to enhance 
rhelr chtirms, for charms they have, 
losing not one whit of attractiveness 
when enrolling their names among the 
self-supporting. 

I A short skirt, ankle length, a warm 
I Jacket, a trim hat. and comfortable, 
broad-soled well-fitting shoes are indis¬ 
pensable in the girl’s preparations for 
business. If angels wore shoes they 
would sing out of tune if the shoes 
pinched. A saint In agony from corns 
amt bunions w-ould have much ado to 
be saintly. Spend your money on shoes 
and stockings and soft, well-made un¬ 
derwear tf you wt.rti to be good-tem¬ 
pered and continue equal to the de¬ 
mands of the day. is the advice of a 
veteran to the sisterhood of working 
women. 

An old-fashioned friend of mine used 
to tell all girls. and It was k«x 4 coun 
sel, to lavish tNilns and expense on the 
clothing that was out of sight. 

"Outer garments may be coarse," she 
said, “hut a lady niupt have fine ma¬ 
terial and dainty sewing on the under¬ 
clothing she wears, or else she has not 
the training and tastes of a lady.*’ 

A raincoat, an umbrella, overshoes 
and a proper outfit for storms are re¬ 
quisites for faring from home and back 
again. Then let the wildest wind blow 
or the wettest rain fall. Tramp gayly' 
on. You need not pity yourself or a^k 
anybody's pity. You belong to the 
Health and conscience assured, our working force of the wide, wide world!

EXHUMES WIFE’S BODY 

FOR REPEATED BURIALS.

While J. W. MYxm. a merchant of this 
place, was away on a hunting trip, bis 
wife committed suicide.

Two weeks later, Moon again disinterred 
the body and went through the same pro¬ 
cedure. This rime he had difficulty in get- 
ring* whit© women to assist him In th« 
grewsome rites and the next time he pro¬ 
posed to perform them he was compelled 
to employ negro women to assist him. 
As he repeated th© performance again 
and again, finally these hired assistants 
deserted him, frightened by “spi>oks,” 
and Moon was left to attend to his re¬ 
markable devotions alone. This has been 
going on for three months. Moon seems to

He subscribe* to the Hermls 
end of the theory', sml concede#, with 
most other hofoemeo In these part*, that 
Beldame Is a great max©, but h© eontond* 
that If she Is mentioned with Hermit, 
Stulwnrt must be, too,* and that her 
name must come third on the list, and 
ufter hi*. 

In expounding his views as to tho reuBi 
tive qualities of the groat horses of tho 
season of lf*H to an attentive group of lis¬ 
tener* at the Hoffman House, Mr. Shields 
mnde n proposition which racing secreta¬ 
ries might do well to bear in mind when 
they nifftce up their proKrammca for tho 
season of 1W)5, say* the New York Tele¬ 
graph 

Shields was listened to Attentively, bo- 
caue» bis auditor# were horsemen. All 
horsemen agree that he knows the game* 
of racing from end to end .and are aware 
also that he !s a conservative man, not 
given to boasting. Wiuu he says Is of in- 
tere*t to racing secretary* because any 
who should jtak© It up would be able to 
fill tho gnina Ktand of hi* particular track 
as full .a* a Suburban ever packed the 
commodious building of Sheeyshead Bay. 

Prefacing his proposition with a state¬ 
ment of the well-known fact that Bel¬ 
dame. carrying weight for ago, beat Stal- 
wurt in the First Special at Gravesend, 
lie said: 

'If the owner of Beldnme boWeves that 
he lws In that mnre a betxhorse than 
Sta.wart, I will, If I Keep th** h**75<» next 
year, cheerfully enter a swcf*p*rakea at 
one mile and a quarter at 125,000 a side, 
starters to carry w»*!ght for as©. If he 
wants to mak<* the distance one mile end 
a half VH subscribe J25.000 to Ills fJO.OOQ, 
Added money is of no consequence. If no 
track cares to bid for such race. I'd ns 
soon It were run at daybreak, with only 
work watchers a«s speetatoro, and to give 
D*.'Maine until the middle of June or the 
first yf July to get rtndy. It would ready 
be Intensely Interesting to see which is 
the hotter horse. I do not wish to apeak 
depreciatingly of Beldame. She Is a won¬ 
derful mare. She 1« fast and she is cour¬ 
ageous She is. perhaps, the grwvUwt run¬ 
ner of her trlb*, and her tribe has pro¬ 
duced many a good one. She reflects 
credit upon the stud that produced her, 
and the sportsman who bred her may 
well feet proud of h*»r record. 

"But this little giant. Stalwart, has 
not had the credit tnat is his due. Turf 
folk insist upon remembering Ills failures 


of the early *pr2ng and decline’ to take 
seriously our acknowledgment that 
those failures were due to lnJinLclo-us 
handling. The fact that Stalwart came 
to hand In the fall and run with Ort 
Wells the greatest mile and n half ever 
witnessed on the American turf, and *ub- 
Fpquentty took the Annual Champion and 
the Hindoo Stakes, after his injudicious 
handling. Is to me conclusive proof Hint 
he l# tho horse of the decade. A horse 
vsltheut a physical blemish might have 
done It easily, but Stalwart wna never 
perfect ns to his feet. While there wus 
never a time when he could have been 
called an unround horm*. his shelly feet, 
a constitutional defect peculiar to the get 
of Meddler, hi* slro, always bothered 
him. 

• • • 

"Beldamy's victory over Stalwart doe* 
not go with me. She wa« carefully 
pointed for the First Special during tho 
six weeks immedfiitely preceding its run¬ 
ning. She wa* naturally frosh and vig¬ 
orous. Stalwart met her soon after he 
had had two hard race* over a distance 
of ground, one nt one* mile and a half (in 
which he made a record! and one at two 
miles and a quarter, which were calcu¬ 
lated to dull the keen edge of hi* *pee<1. 
Yet 1 have always thought, nnd always 
shall think, that he should have beaten 
her. 

"I watched Stalwart's running In the 
First Special ns no man uninspired by 
my keen Interest In the home ccmld have, 
and 1 wish to he put on record n* saying 
that no tiorse was ever more un»killrully 
bandied. Redfern rode many good races 
last fall, and some that were not so 
good. MU First Special effort was not 
one of hi* creditable rides. It was about 
his worbt. 

"He knew that Stalwart was a slug¬ 
gish horse at tho post and that Beldame 
wus an nmaz!ngly fast breaker. Ho 
km*w. also, that ho had t<> keep the little 
bulldog hard at work the first quarter 
le»t he drop hopelessly out of it. Yet the 
springing of tho barrier caught Redfern 
unaware* and so slothful was his ride 
in the rush to the stand that Beldame 
started round the near turn with a lead 
of fifteen or twenty lengths over him. 
Then Redfern woke up too suddenly nnd 
in seven-eighths of a mile he made up all 
hi* loM. ground. Stalwart ran the half 
from the Judges’ stand to the turn out 
jff the backet retch In 47 seconds, fiat, by 
iny watch, which is an accurate time¬ 
piece.

taken the keen edge off hi* speed. I con¬ 
tend that fits race at Gruvcseud was ns 
g*»od a performance ns ho or any other 
honse showed rill yenr. If Redfern had 
been alert ut the po#t and hud kept Stal¬ 
wart up he would have beaten Beldame.

M irvln. who applied the most skillful 
remedies to the Injured parts, and recom¬ 
mended that all the exercise be given the 
horse hitched to a sulky. After this In-

Ha 
wus as docile as a family horse, and Mrs.

IIow They Are Working 
At Home In Japan. 


GEISHA GIRLS MAKE BANDAGES 


EVERY WOMAN IN KINGDOM 
CONTRIBUTING SOMETHING. 


SYSTEMATIC RELIEF WORK. 


There is not a woman in Japan, 
young or old. rich or poor, noble or 
plebeian, respectable or geisha, who Is 
not working as one hand for the sol¬ 
diers at the front, writes & native cor¬ 
respondent of the Boston Transcript 
from Toklo. It Is remarkable. The 
work takes many various forms; some 
women have converted thejT own 
house* into barrack* and hospitals; 
some have presented half their for¬ 
tunes; some have made up hundred* of 
boxes containing bottles of sake and 
its associated dishes of fishes, one box 
for eadh soldier In the regiment from 
their own province*; others have un 
dertaken to make thousand* of rollers 
and bandages for the wounded; others 
have entered the Hed Cross, giving 
services without compensation; little 
girls in the schools make picture scrap- 
books for the convalescent soldiers in 
the hospitals, while the older school 
girls make bandages; the Society of 
“Women Hair Dressers gives a large 
»uim from Its dally earnings, and what 
Is more striking still, two weeks ago 
the geisha girls of Tokio. and, in fact, 
Ihe whole of Japan, began to make 
bandages also, spending many hours 
each day, and whit is more, they con¬ 
tribute now' until the war shall end 10 
per rent, of their earnings! Could any 
demonstration of true-heart patriotism 
be ever found more deep and more sin¬ 
cere? Besides that they give their 
fathers, husbands, sons and brothers 
as the Spartan 

The honorable ladles of the royal 
family are working dally from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until 6 o'clock, even as 
u working girl with only musibl (a rice 
ball) or a piece or two of sandwiches 
for their luncheons. 

The Tokushl Kongo Fijlnkal (Volun¬ 
tary Society of Women Nurses) under 
the presidency of H. L H. Nashtmota 
and Fushlma and with the patronesses 
the marchionesses of Nabeshima and 
Shlmatsu again undertook to contrib¬ 
ute 10.000 roller bandages to the army, 
navy and the Hed Gross Society. They 
meet on the second floor of the Red 
Gross Society building In Shlbuya, 
Toklo. 

Yesrterd-ay I visited them. Gathered 
there were one hundred und fifty ladies 
of the highest ran'k In Japan. aLl silent¬ 
ly and* deftly working. 1 And among 
them, moving the rolling machine and 
cutting for hours with scissors I saw 
»H. I. H. Nashimoto. and Fu-shlma. 
(Marchioness Tokugawa, Marchioness 
Marsudalra. March U ne^j* Nabeshiina 
tod Marahloqofls H&dhlsuka. daughter 
of the late Marquis Arlnwrl Mori, once 
Japanese iMJuister to ‘this country and 
one of the foremost scholars and states- 
Bi>en of bis time. The members are 
divided into three parties and the date 
Is fixed for each party to appear to 
work, bort they ccnild not wait, so Mr. 
Takagl. a member of the Hed Cross 
Society, assured me, for their turn of 
day. but attended every day without 
taking any rest. 

• • • 

Rebuked For Luxury. 

1 - 

The room where they work Is tre¬ 
mendously large, and is heated by one 
gtove only. Now wben the weather Is 
growing so much colder the room is 
OhUl. but when- the motion was brought 
before H. I. 11. Nsariiimota for more 
stoves to be brought In she rebuked the 
Sadies for wishing for such a luxury 
when the soldiers and sailor* are suf¬ 
fering H 3 bitterly at the front. 

So they gladly resumed work In the 
bare, cold room. It is forbidden to 
talk and the ladles have but one hour 
for rest at noon. Before they enter 
the workroom they are obliged to un¬ 
dergo the prex-esa of disinfection. They 
rwash their hair and trim their finger 
nails, everybody does It, even the ladies 
of the royal family And H. I. H. 
INashlnrota Is said to be the cleverest 
worker of them aid, producing dally 
more than fifty rollers, liven the slow¬ 
est lady can make twemy or so. There 
Is no waitress when they have 
luncheon. I was told that H. I. H. 
helped herself to her tea and even 
Uvashed her own cup and saucer. 

The Kazoku Jogkako tthe Peeress 
School) is by no means behind in pa¬ 
triotism. If you drop in during the 
late afternoon after the lesson hours 
you will see all the girl students, some 
426 in all, with fifty teachers wearing 
white caps and aprons, all of them, 
and working hard at bandage-making. 
This school alone turns out one thou¬ 
sand bandages a day. Among the stu¬ 
dents there are several princesses who 
work Just as hard as the other girls. 
They have stopped all their games, 
outdoors and in. and ore devoting 
their recreation hours to helping their 
country. So it la with other prominent 
schools. 

But the most surprising movement 
was recently when the Geisha Quarter 
of Toklo, the gallant Shinbashl and 
Yanagibnshi. woke up to the wave of 
pat riot Ism and the weU-known geisha 
girls In both places engaged to make 
rollers Just as the titled ladies and the 
students of the Peeress School do. Al¬ 
ready Shinbashl has produced nearly 
three thousand. Then apart from this 
Is their determination to consecrate so 
much of their earnings to the war fund. 

• • • 

Geisha Girls Work. 

Although the public bitterly criticises 
any who spend money upon the geisha 
girls and sake, since the war was de¬ 
clared. nevertheless the existence of 
the geisha Is recognized, and they are 
undoubtedly n necessary for the social 
pleasure of the Japanese dinner party 
and a necessary part, of course, of the 
tea house. So they make money more 
or less continually even since the war, 
and now they have decided to give of 
their earnings 10 per cent. More than 
five hundred yen have already been 
gathered In only Shlnbashi. It is very 
Interesting to see the geishas at work 
for the soldiers and sailors, using their 
pretty slender fingers. which only 
touched the samlsen till now. in mak¬ 
ing the roller bandages, and working 
with that same rare and exquisite 
grace that has made the name of 
geisha celebrated throughout the world. 

In Tokio there ore fifteen districts, 
and each district has Its own movement 
for helping the families of the soldiers. 
In the Fukaguwa district the chief of 
the district formed the Hokokai—so¬ 
ciety to help needy families* — with a 
capital of 10,000 yen. Three yen is 
given to each one over ten years old 
•very month, member* of soldiers’ fam¬ 
ilies, and beside* this it is seen that 
iwork for making enough money is fur¬ 
nished them. Baron Shlbasawa Is do¬ 
ing this also in another district, and he 
has lately undertaken the Tespon^iMllty 
of seeing to the education of the chil¬ 
dren whose fathers are off at the front. 
6 o the families of the men are being 
well cared for. h

Women Cut Their Hair. 


And Useful Life Now Led 
By Lee Turner 


OF OLD QUARTER-HOUSE FAME 


MARRIED WOMAN WHO VISITED 
HIM IN JAIL, 


LIVE HAPPILY TOGETHER. 


Last Thursday afternoon Lee A. 
Turner and wife, of Mlddlesboro. while 
visiting friends in town paid this office 
a pleasant call, says th* Barbourville 
Advocate. 

Turner is the man who, about the 
year 1896 erected what was afterwards 
known as the Quarter-House on the 
Kentucky and Tennessee State line, not 
far from the city of Mlddlesboro. The 
QuArter-House was strongly fortified 
and contained more than forty rooms, 
one of which was on the Kentucky side 
of the State line. The reputation of the 
Quarter-House was not good, but the 
Tennessee authorities were friendly to¬ 
ward Turner and failed to bring to bear 
any prosecutions against him for the 
operation of said house. 

Then the leading authorities of Bell 
county, Kentucky', proceeded to demand 
the arrest of Lee A Turner and his 
colleagues for the operations of the 
Quarter-House. Charles D. Ball 'phoned 
from Mlddlesboro to the Quarter-House, 
some three miles away, and demanded 
the Immediate surrender of Lee A. 
Turner, and on the second day, at the 
head of thirty picked deputies, proceed 
ed to the top of the Cumberland moun¬ 
tain, where the Quarter-House was sit¬ 
uated, and soon after their arrival the 
building was set on fire and entirely 
destroyed. A heavy pitched battle be¬ 
tween the two parties followed. In 
which a number of lives were loBt. But 
It was found later, from the evidence 
of the witnesses in the Bell county, Ky., 
Circuit Court, that Lee A. Turner, the 
builder and owner of the famous Quar¬ 
ter-House. was not there on the day 
■of the frightful tragedy, but was in 
LaFollette. Campbell county, Tenn„ at 
the time the bloody battle was fought. 
• • • 

Reward For Turner. 


Soon after the, occurrence of the 
bloody battle the Kentucky State au¬ 
thorities offered a reward for the body 
of Lee A. Turner, dead or alive, and 
"Pop-eyed” John Turner, a cousin to 
Lee A. Turner, went to Campbell coun¬ 
ty, Tenn., to capture him and seedre 
the reward. He met Lee A. Turner on 
the road, and without saying a word 
tired a shot into hU body, the ball strik¬ 
ing in the left side. and. ranging up¬ 
ward, cAme out at tint top of the right 
shoulder, knocking hhn from his horse. 
Then It was that Lee A- Turner pulled 
his pistol and killed his cousin, who had 
sought to take his life for the sake 
of the reward. 

He then surrendered himself to the 
Tennessee authorities, and after the 
court had heard all the evidence In the 
case, gave peremptory Instruction*? to 
the Jury to bring in a verdict of mot 
guilty to the charge of involuntary 
homicide. 

After being acquitted in Tennessee, 
the defendant traveled extensively 
through the West, and later voluntarily 
returned to Kentucky and surrendered 
to the authorities, and after a trial by 
Jury In Bell county was again acquitted 
of the charges against him In Ken¬ 
tucky.

• Tho Western Jockey Club has the op¬ 
portunity to show" Its competence to gov¬ 
ern the racing of the West and Smith Qr 
to show that It Is simply uri organization 
of track owners who are out for their 
own personal Interests, regardless of the 
general welfare of the turf. It has the 
opportunity either to provoke or prevent 
a turf war. For the Interests of all con¬ 
cerned we sincerely hope it mny pursue 
the fair and wise course and that It may 
grant the thoroughly reasonable request 
of the tracks petitioning.’’

Washington franchise or that of any oth¬ 
er major league club. In reply to these 
questions Mr. Hanlon saJd: 

“These rumors are erroneous. There 
have been no moves mad© for any such 
changes, nor do I cvnticipate any. 

“Last season’s play showed that there 
was little or no difference in tho quality 
of the ball playing between clubs In the 
National, American, and Eastern leagu. s 
so far ns the leading clubs were con¬ 
cerned. 

“Tho Baltimore club put up good hall 
in this city. The public showed by Its lib¬ 
eral pHtronag© that the playing was ap¬ 
preciated. The club is prospectively 
strong for 1906. It Is only the matter of 
the name of the league to which the club 
belongs; but the public wants to see good 
ball pkiying, and I am sure it will get it 
the coming year. 

“At present J fee! sure that Baltimore 
wi:i have a winning club in the Eastern 
League In 1905. Beveral months will elapse 
before the playing season starts, and 
many contingencies may arise between 
the various parties interested In changes 
among league clubs. 

The National. American, Eastern nnd 
various other leagues may be the cause 
of changes that might arise, but at pres¬ 
ent the situation, so far as the local club 
la concerned, is I have stated, and I 
ao not see anything in bassballdom uow 
to cause me to expect any changes from 
tho present situation.”

Now that snowy days are here and on© 
may sit calmly by tbo bright fireside and 
dispassionately consider baseball propo¬ 
sitions. tho conclusion Is easily reached 
that rowdyism on the ball field must stop 
says a Milwaukee writer. For several 
years now. irretrievably gone, here and 
there has been a genius who has shown 
modest temerity enough to suggest this 
same conclusion but his desultory re¬ 
marks have had no more effect than a 
puff of summer atmosphere Since last 
scaeon, though, many an enthusiast and 
nearly all the experts have been thinking 
about the proposition, and the time has 
now come for a defiant ultimatum. Row¬ 
dyism must go. 

It is easy enough to make this state¬ 
ment. but how to enforce the dictum Is a 
question that has seriously bothered 
manager* for a long time. There have 
been two good reasons why -owdyJsm 
has not been lessened long before the 
present time—baseball players would not 
stand discipline, and managers excused 
them tor it. If a player happened to be 
lined the fine was either remitted or paid 
by the management. The result has been 
that fining developed Into a farce.

Perhaps the real story of how Selbaeh 
was switched from the National to the 
American League, and who mode the ad¬ 
vance, has never been printed, says a 
Columbus paper. Selbach told of It the 
other night at a little fan session. It 
wtu 9 In the latter part of 1001, when tho 
New’ Yorks were playing In Boston, that 
the Washington American League’ Club 
was also playing the Boston Americans 
Owner Fred Postal approached him th<r© 
that day and said: "How would you like 
to play In the American league, Kip?” 

Roibach replied, naturally, “What r s In 
It?” 

Postal came back with "Name your 
price.” 

He was then getting 62.400. and Kip 
asked him for 63,300—for a two-year con¬ 
tract. Postal agreed to meet him In New 
York later nod talk It over. The day 
they were to have played in New York It 
rained, and Selbach did not get to see 
Postal. After the season ho came back 
to Columbus and a letter came along from 
Manager Collins, of Boston, offering $3.- 
000. MleGraw then wrote from Baltimore, 
saying that he would like to have him, 
too. Kelley and Seymour were spoken 1 
of as th© other outfielders and McGraw 1 
wild he wanted n good man to play with 
them. Kl|> replied that If the salary 
question would be all right h© might play 
there McGraw later wont to Columbus 
and nt a meeting at the Nell House Kip 
signed for two years at 63.200. 

The strange part of It was McGraw 
Jumped buck to tho New York Nationals 
ns manager ln July of 1902, and asked 
him to go along again, which he refused. 
That year, when in the West with the 
Columbus bowling teem, 1m December, ho 
signed with Tom Loftus to phiy at Wash¬ 
ington on a two-year contract at 64.000 
a year.

LONG STAPLE COTTON TO BE 

CULTIVATED IN PORTO RICO. 


[Charleston, 8. C.. Telegram to th© St. 

Louis Globe-Democrat.) 

8. Behn, a large grower of Sea Island 
corton at Sun Juan. Porto Rico, is here 
for th© purpose of making a study of the 
methods of cultivation and handling tho 
long-staple cotton. He Is visiting pCanta- 
tions and making himself familiar with 
American methods and machinery, th© 
adoption ert which, he thinks, will make 
Porto Rico an important'factor ln th© 
00 1ton world. 

Upland cotton ha* been experimented 
with on the Island, and the results wer© 
far from satisfactory*, hut the recent ex¬ 
periments wiLh the long-staple cotton 
have encouraged tho farmers to continue 
their efforts, and the prospects are bright, 
Mr. Behn declare*, for the raising of 
not less than 6.000 bales annually on the 
island ln five years’ tlm« Mr. Behn states 
that Porto Rko will outstrip Cuba In the 
production of cotton, by reason of cheaper 
labor, better weather and the absence of 
the boll weevil, which has been intro¬ 
duced Into that island from Mexico. The 
principal obstacles to thee ultivatlon of 
Rea Island cotton in Porto Rico, accord¬ 
ing to Behn. is the inexperience of the 
farmers and the high price of the lands, 
which hov© been handed down from gen¬ 
eration to generation to the present own¬ 
ers. who now e+ther refuse to sell or to 
rent the land for cultivation at reasonable 
prices. The farmers are turning to Sea 
Island cotton. Behn explains, on account 
of the large amount of capital necessary 
to run a sugar mill, placing the Industry 
beyond the reach of a majority of plant¬ 
ers. although they still plant large quan¬ 
tities of sugar and tobacco. They are 
beginning to appreciate the profit In the 
long-staple cotton, and they are turning 
to its cultivation ln Urge numbers.

The thought of th# ringing of the 
chime# at Christmas calls up a thou¬ 
sand attractive pictures, & thousand 
heart-stirring, soul-melting dreams. The 
night, still, starry, radiant; the sleeping 
city, wrapped in unwonted calm. The 
silent approach of the mysnlc hour of 
midnight—and, more, of the midnight 
commemorating that other far off, won¬ 
dering midnight on Bethlehem plain*. 
And then, swinging, singing, ringing 
out woodroualy, far above the streets 
and the roof top*, th# music of the 
bell*, telling that once more the Christ 
child 1# bom to and among His people, 
that again it Is Christmas time. 

The bell tongues call out strange, 
sweet hopes, memories, aspirations. In¬ 
tentions In the throbbing human hearts 
so far below them: the music dies away 
with better, happier, more loving men 
and women, glad be.ause of Its brief 
life season. And this Is w-hat happens 
every time the Christmas chimes ring 
out. 

From all usages, bells are intimately 
connected with the service# of the 
Christian Church, and have thus ac¬ 
quired a k*nd of sacred character Th y 
were founded with religion* ceremonies 
and also consecrated.

Origin of the Chime*. 

This ancient and Interesting class of 
musk* Is believed to have originated in 
some of the German monasteries In ihe 
Fifteenth century the ring ng of church 
chimes become very general In Nor h 
Germany. Holland and Belgium. The 
)a-<?t-mentioned country was famous for 
Its bell ringing, retaining Its prestige 
for three successive ccnturlee. 

Ringing of chimes has always rea li¬ 
ed Its greatest popularity In fl «t coun¬ 
tries, where the sound of the b**!ts can 
"carry” over a gr^at dl«itanoe. 

In England, w'here Vt 1« often raped 
"change" r ngl g th s cus’om las si o 
found great favor, arid may t>-- said 
to be one of the national institution*. 

Among the celebrated chime* o' Eu¬ 
rope are Uhose of Copenhagen Ghent 
and Amsterdam, all of which ring out 
gloriouMy on OhrDtmas tiay. 

■ Most famous are the chimes \J\ the 
Florence Canquatilie. which fof ven¬ 
ture*. e^>e 4 tally at the ChrlHma* sea¬ 
son. have sounded through the valley 
of the Arno.

The other day to arrange for the 
Christmaa chimes ringing the larges: 
meeting of bell-ringers on record was 
held ln the Church of St. Clements 
Danes, London, at Which time they 
were addressed toy the Blrhcp of Lon¬ 
don. 

The 'bells of St. dement Danes rang 
ln Shakespeare’* day, end In the later 
years called Dr. Samuel Johnson am! 
his friend Boswell to their devotion*, 
as this was the church attended by the 
famous lexicographer. 

Among the veteran bell rfngers at the 
meeting was J. R. Haworth, who, at the 
age of eighty-four, claim® to b# the 
father of bell ringers He has been 
ringing the bells of St. Clement Danes 
for over sixty years, and rt 111 takes ar 
occasional pull at the ropes. He wa* 
presented with a medal for ringing th^ 
bells at Weatmlnster Abbey at the cor¬ 
onation of King Edward. 

The oldest chlm* of bells In this coun¬ 
try are located ln old Christ <" r hureh, on 
Second street, Philadelphia. They have 
been peeling out the* glad tidings cf 
"Peace On Barth, Good Will To war-1 
Men" for considerably over a hundred 
j'ears, and will do so this year at 
C’hristma# time. 

In no one thing, perhaps, has a more 
complete revolution been brought about 
than In th# method of ringing chuirh

Bine* th# day# when the bells of old 
Christ Church first rang out a merry 
peal, when PhUad>elpto la was a colonial 
town, indeed, until the present date, 
the process of bell ringing has under¬ 
gone a gradual but decided evolution. 
In old Christ Church the mo?t ancient 
method® are still ln use. while ln the 
more pretentious and modem church 
edifices of the United 8tatea, furnlntoed 
with the magnificent bell towers, the 
very latest mechanical devio* is used 
to ring the chimes. 

The ringing of a peal at old Christ 
Church te an impressive ceremony. For 
«t least one hundred years these bells 
were th* only ones ln the Quaker City 
to herald the dawm of Christmas mom, 
and for many years after their erection 
It was the universal custom for all the 
residents Ifi the vicinity of the church 
to assemble on Christmas eve on Second 
street, directly opposite the historic 
church, and await the ringing of the 
chimes.

T HE observation of Christmas In 
America t^-day is a very differ¬ 
ent celebration from that 
known to our forefathers. In¬ 
deed, If one of the latter were permitted 
to visit once again at Christmas time 
the land of his adoption or birth he 
would And it difficult to reoognlse 
among the present-day gayetles any of 
the features which gave Christmas Its 
■Unlflcance In his day. 

Many old-time observances have 
passed and new ones have replaced 
them; no longer do the Puritans go to 
church gun In hand, keeping a sharp 
lookout for treacherous red men lurk¬ 
ing behind* the trees of the forest 
through which they were oftentimes

Christinas" was a forgotten expression. 
Landing as they did on December 21, 
most of these passengers of the May¬ 
flower were busily engaged In building 
log houses or searching for food on the 
25th, 1020, their first Christmas day In

Small wonder, then, after 
once seen the homes of their neigh¬ 
bors decorated with the lovely greens, 
that these Puritan lads and lassies 
should long.to gather the holly to lend 
a festive and artistic air to their own 
homes. 

In a curious old diary of the period 
there Is a record that, returning from 
a religious service one Christmas morn¬ 
ing. a Puritan Governor found a group 
of children carrying home some of ths 
forbidden greens. He Chided them se¬ 
verely and bade them drop the detested 
emblem of Popery.
